ROOSEVELT MAY GET BREVET. 


‘President Has Been Recommended 


to Congress for Honor. 


Washington, September 28.—Adjutant 
General Corbin said today that the board 
of brevets recently appointed to meet 
at the war department next Monday 
would devote its attention solely to the 
cases of the officers and enlisted men 
who especially distinguished themselves 
in the campaigns in China and in the 
Philippines. It will have nothing to do 
with respect to the case of officers who 
rendered special service in the West In- 
dian campaign. 

The latter class of cases was disposed 
of by a similar board which concluded its 
sessions Over a year ago. 

While the fact that a brevet had been 
recommended to congress for Colonel 
Roosevelt was published at the time the 
nominations were sent to. the senate, it 
appears that there were two separate 
recommendations and the exact basis for 
the board’s action was not made public. 

Therefore the adjutant general today 
furnished these ‘transcripts from the 
proceedings of the board:

All the union men in the mills at Den- 
nison, New Philadelphia and Canal Dover 
have gone out on account of the shoot-

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Touching Tribute to McKinley by 
Canton Bar Association 


HIS LIFE ONE OF GROWTH 


Rose Equal to Every Occasion, Said 
Judge Day, and Proved Him- 
self Competent to the Great 
Opportunity of His 

| Career, 


—— 


Canton, Ohio, Septem’ger 28.—The bar 
association of Stark county today adopt- 
ed a comprehensive and touching memo- 
rial on President McKinley. Among those 
delivering eulogies was Judge Day, who 
in part said: 

“Our thoughts today turn from the late 
lamented president. loyal of all people, 
forever secure in the history of his coun- 
try’s great leaders, to the young and 
buoyant presence, which came into this 
community thirty-four years ago to be- 
gin the struggle of life in his chosen pro- 
fession. The world is filled with the 
praises of all men for his achieve- 
ments at the head of one of 
the . most eventful administrations 
‘in our history. To the class of 
lawyers who discourage litigation, who 
act peacemaker between neighbors and 
do. all they can to keep clients out of 
court, rather than to help them in it, 
William Mckinley belonged.

“To’ the court he was thorough and 
logical and always fair. To a jury he 
had the same power of epigrammatic ex- 
pression which has enabled him to state 
party policies and political views in 
phrases which compass a great truth in 
a few plain words. | 

‘When he went into congress in 1877, 
as he often said, he found his legal ex- 
perience of great benefit to him. His 
speech on counting a quorum in the fifty- 
first congress is the most full and com- 
plete presentation of that question made 
in the house. 

‘“‘He ever believed legal training and dis- 
cipline one of the best of preparations for 
success in public life. It was a common 
expression of his, when looking for some 
one to execute an important task: ‘Find 
me the best lawyer you can, I will under- 
take the work.’ 

Life One of Growth. 


“From the time he opened his office in 
Canton until he closed his career in his 
tragic death, his life was a continuous 
growth and development. With steady 
poise he arose, equal to every occasion, 
and proved himself competent to the great 
opportunity of his career. He had earned 
a place in history seldom accorded to man. 
He was loved of the people as has been 
truthfully said, as no other president was 
ever loved while in office. He had been 


courage had raised him to the highest 
place in the confidence of his country- 
men.

The home he loved was to be his 
resting place, and the friends of his youth 
the companions of his retirement.

MANY OF TAMMANY’S MEN | 
QUIT BECAUSE OF DEVERY 


New York, September 27.—(Special Cor- | 
respondence.)—Just before the municipal 
election of 1894, when Tammany went 
down with a crash before the fusion on- 
set that landed William L. Strong in the 


mayor’s chair, a shrewd politician from 
up the state was talking with Richard 


'Croker about the outcome of the cam- 


paign. 

““‘We'll win,’’ said Croker with supreme 
confidence. “They can’t beat Tam- 
many.’’ 

“They can’t beat Tammany,” returned 
po! other, “but Tammany can beat it- 
self.”’ 

Tammany did beat itself and may re- 
peat the hari-kari performance this year. 
If it so turns out the man mainly respon- 
sible will be William 8S. Devery, deputy 
commissioner of police. Devery’s open 
defense of that element in the police sys- 
tem which is most indefensible, his bru- 
tality as a trial judge, his blatant de- 
fiance of all decency, whether political or 
private, have made him the objective 
point of attack for the anti-Tammany 
forces. To Croker and his followers 
Devery is a Jonah whom they dare not 
cast overboard. On this point the views 
recently expressed by a certain active 
Tammany politician are luminous. 

“Look at that,”’ he cried, pointing to a 
newspaper report of the latest Deverian 
outbreak. “That — fool has lost us 
30,000 votes in the last month.’’ 

‘Why don’t you kick him out, then?’ 
somebody asked. 

“Because that would 30,000 
more.’”’ 

Devery, tn office and talking, is daily 
driving the much needed votes of decent 
democrats from Tammany. But Devery, 
kicked out and raising the wail of mar- 
tyrdom, would alienate the support of 
the hard-and-fast Tammany heelers, who 
insist upon the principle that an ally 
under fire must not be deserted. More- 
over, in his long career as a policeman 
he has learned things about certain pow- 
erful Tammany men which it 1s highly 
undesirable that anybody else should 
learn. A!together, it is a prickly prob- 
lem for the boss and his advisers. 

Intentionally -or otherwise, Deputy 
Ccmmissioner Devery is making himself 
the center and focal point of the fight 
on the police. It is not a position from 
which he would shrink. Devery shrinks 
from nothing. He is affected by nothing. 
Mentally and morally he is a pachyderm. 
Not only that invulnerability, but also 
much of the ferocity of the rhinoceros is 
his. Let any one attack the police de- 
partment, even in its most corrupt trans- 
actions, and the fury of battle surges 
in the breast of the deputy commis- 
sioner. All reformers are “curs,’’ ‘“‘rat- 
tlesnakes,’’ ‘‘sneaks,’’ when he is speak- 
ing officially. Unofficially he uses less 
savory terms. For the public Devery 
has the utmost contempt. His view of 
the situation is, and always has been, 
that it is the pelice against the public. 
The public is a mob which the police 
have to keep in order, and Devery will 
see that they do it. He typifies brute 
force, aggressiveness, and that esprit de 
corps which would have a policeman per- 
jure himself in defense of a fellow officer. 
He is a combination of the ‘“‘fly cop’ and 
the tough policeman. His familiar speech 
is that of the “grafter,’”’ the thief and 
the thug. ‘‘When you. get caught with the 
goods on you, you don’t want to know 
nothin’,’’ is the form in which he ad- 
vises a subordinate as to the best methods 
of escaping the consequences of crooked- 
ness. 

But Devery, the despiser of public opin- 
ion, the fearless champion of the grafting 
and shirkinge policeman, has one whole- 
some restraint—his fear of Richard Cro- 
ker. His attitude toward the boss of Tam- 
many is that of a bull dog, ferocious 
and minatory to all others, cringingly 
affectionate toward its master. . When 
Croker gave Devery the cold shoulder 
on landing, the big chief turned white 
and slunk away with drooving shoulders.

All classes of anti-Tammany men agree’ 
On one point, regarding the choice of 
Seth Low as a candidate for mayor—he 
may not be the best man, but he is the 
most available. That he will accept the 
nomination nobody who knows him 
doubts for a moment. Men who have 
been intimately thrown with Seth Low 
and have studied his character and course 
say that he wants to, be president of the 
United States. Doubtless the north and 
corners of the nation are full of men 
who wouldn’t decline this job, but they 
don’t see quite how to go about it. That 
is where they differ from Mr. Low. 
First of all, he wants to be elected mayor 
of New York, and the chances seem to 
favor him. As mayor he will try so to 
distinguish himself that he will be the 
logical republican candidate for governor 
of the state of New York. A sucessful 
governor of New York is in the lists for 
the presidential nomination from the mo- 
ment his success becomes obvious. So 
Mr. Low’s ambition is by no means more 
far-fetched than that of many other ‘fa- 
vorite sons’’ who are nurturing their em- 
bryonic booms .more openly. There are 
certain strong points about the president 
of Columbia college. He {s widely known 
from his position in the educational 
world; he is a pleasing and popular 
speaker; he has the reputation of being a 
practical politician and still an upholder 
of purity in politics, and he can afford to 
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spend a million dollars on a campaign if 
it is necessary., This also counts. 


In the opinion of medical men here the 
end is not yet in the disussion of Pres- 
ident McKinley's. surgical treatment. 
Sooner or later the true opinion of the 
profession will come out. Thus far ‘‘pro- 


fessional etiquette’ has withheld all but: 


the most carefully polished opinions from 
publication, though a medical publication 
recently sounded the keynote of criticism 
somewhat tentatively. The plain fact is 
that practically every surgeon believes 
that a radical blunder was made in clos- 
ing the bullet wounds. “Thoroughly un- 
surgical” is the damning term which one 
hears on all sides when the matter comes 
up for discussion among surgeons. Here 
is the opinion of a surgeon who has had 
the largest experience in bullet wounds 
of any man in this city, and it is con- 
curred in by the most eminent practi- 
tioner of abdominal surgery in New Eng- 
land: 

“A bullet wound is practically always 
septic. In any such wound as that of the 
president, poisoning can be counted upon. 
Therefore, the wound should be kept open 
for drainage. I do not say that there 
was any hope of saving the president’s 
life. I am willing to. take the word of 
the men on the spot that it was a hope- 
less case from the first. But I do say 
this: that if there had been every chance 
of life six hours after the wound was 
closed the president would have. been 
doomed.,”’ : 

This opinion I have repeated to a dozen 
other surgeons. Every one of them have 
agreed with it. But they have held their 
peace hitherto, bécause they say the 
wound was fatal from the first, and they 
do, not care to criticise the work of a 
fellow practitioner who did his best in 
an unfamiliar line of work. It is signifi- 
cant that nine out of ten medical men 
here believed, from the time the presi- 
dent was shot, even when the bulletins 
were most roseate, that he would not 
recover. 
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That automobiling as a recreation has 
an offset in hard work in qa fact better 
known to the owners of ‘‘bubbles’’ than 
to the general public. The automobilist 
who can’t afford $15 a week for a me- 
chanic can. count on many hours of 
drudgery, tinkering with his machine, un- 
less he restricts his operations to the cir- 
cumscribed area of the city and indulges 
in no speedings. No less an authority than 
Albert C. Bostwick, the young millionaire 


vice president of the Automobile Club, | 


who has a stable full of machines of all 
kinds, declares that for general use an 
automobile is far less dependable than 
a horse, and that for every day it is oper- 
ated two days of rest and repair will be* 
required. Mr. Bostwick is one of the few 
enthusiasts who know’ the business thor- 
oughly. When he first went into the 
sport he had all the accidents in the cat- 
egory of the chauffeur. By and by he got 
tired of having his machines develop 
ailments entirely beyond his powers of 
repair, so he decided to master the anat- 
omy of the automobile, which is rather 
more complicated than that of the giraffe. 
With this end in view, he went to Paris. 
went through all the big factories and 
finally into the biggest of them as a 
workman. For three months the young 
master of millions mingled grease, sweat 
and experience. It wasn’t an easy job, 
but when he was through with it he knew 
how an automobile was built and could 
build one himself if he wished. Mr. Bost- 
wick has devised a repair kit and outfit 
of extra parts that is the lightest and 
most compact iggexistence. Now, when 
he breaks down ten miles from the near- 
est town, he doesn’t have to get out and 
push or dicker with the enterprising 
farmer for horse hire to get his machine 
into a haven. He takes off his coat and 
does the repairing himself. Nothing but 
the complete disintegration of his vehi- 
cle is beyond his powers of repair.

Regarding Miss Stone, 


SHE WON'T BE RANSOMED 


This Government Has No Money for 
Such Purpose, and Missionary 
Board Will Not Put Pre- 
mium on Capture of 
Representatives. 


Washington, September 28.—This state- 4 
ment was made today, touching the case 
of Miss Stone, the American missionary 
kidnaped by Bulgarian brigands: 

“The department of state will do every- 
thing within its constitutional and legal 
powers to relieve the situation.’’ 

The limitations upon the department's 
activities indicated in the above state- 
ment are severe. There is no warrant of 
law for the expenditure Of a single cent 
of money from the United States treasury 
for ransom, and the inference is that the 
department’s action, if, indeed, any is 
taken in diplomatic lines, will be to in- 
duce the Bulgarian and Turkish govern- 
ments to undertake the release of -the 
captive. 

Never Visited Miss Stone. 


Paris, September °28.—Reports having 
been widely circulated that a Paris news- 
paper correspondent had sent word to The 
Figaro, on the staff of which journal he 
was said to have been employed, to the 
effect that he had just returned from 
a visit to Miss Stone, of the American 
board of foreign missions, now held by 


key and that Miss Stone was being treat- 
ed with exceeding courtesy, M. Henri Des 
Houx, foreign editor of The Figaro, says 
that he is greatly mystified as to the 
origin of the statement. Nothing of the 
kind has yet been publish in The Figaro, 
and The Figaro’s foreign editor says that 
the Constantinople corregpondent of the 
paper has not yet left his post; also 
that the latest advices received from him 
make no allusion to Miss Stone. 


Will Not Pay Ransom. 


Berlin, September 28.—The American 
board of foreign missions will resist the 
demand of $110,000 ransom for the release 
of Miss Helen M. Stone, of Chelsea, 
Mass., the American missionary now held 
by Bulgarian brigands. 

When shown a statement by Dr. Cre- 
gan, of New York, secretary of the Amer- 
ican board, that the acquiesence would be 
a dangerous precedent, the Rev. Dr. Jud- 
son Smith expressed hi# hearty approba- 
tion. The board will never consider such 
a proposition, he said. 

“The rescue of Miss Stone is in the 
hands of the government. We have had 
missionaries in Turkey for two genera- 
tions, but never a case like this.

CHUN TREATED 
ASA CRIMINAL 


Kaiser Shows Scant Courtesy to 
the Chinese Prince, 


SELECTED HIS ROUTE HOME 


German Emperor Refused To Allow 
Chun To Visit Other Capitals, 
Fearing He Would Be Lion- 
ized—Tariff Discus- 
sion Lively. 


Berlin, September 28.—Although the 
semi-official press denied the correctness 
of the story that the German govern- 
ment had hastened Prince Chun’s de- 
parture, The Lokal Anzeiger again makes 
the assertion as follows: 

“The hastening of Prince Chun’s re- 
turn and the selection of his route cor- 
respond with the wish of the German 
government which considers it important 
that the character of the mission be not 
obscured and would have regarded it as 
being a directly unfriendly attitude on 
the part of the Chinese government if it 
had permitted the mission to visit other 
capitals and be Honized.. According to 
the peace treaty, Germany alone could 
be regarded as the mission’s destination.” 

The statement in a Copenhagen paper 
that the chief subject of the meeting at 
Dantzic of the czar and Emperor Wil- 
liam was getting the German emperor's 
consent to Russia’s annexation of Man- 
churia is discredited here and considered 
absurd. 

The tariff discussion continues In a more 
lively manner. The Verein Fuer Social 
Politik, embracing all the leading Ger- 
man economists, met at Munich this 
week and engaged in a lengthy discussion 
of the tariff bill. The crtticisms of the 
measure were loudly applauded and the 
sentiment that “Germany’s export busi- 
ness is well suited to be the foundation 
of our ecanomic system’’ met with strong 
approval. While no vote was taken, the 
general opinion was strongly against the 
tariff bill. Herr Berlepsch, the former 
minister of commerce, summed his opin- 
ion as follows: 

“That an increase of the grain duties 
would unfavotably influence the condition 
of the laboring population and that it 
was recognized on all sides that there 
was a necessity for long term treaties of 
commerce.”’ 

Feud Grows Sharper. 

Meanwhile the feud between the agra- 
rians and manufacturers grows sharper. 
The Deutsche Tages Zeitung, a leading 
agrarian organ) prints a list of manu- 
facturers who oppose an increase of the 
agricultural schedules, with figures show- 
ing that the increase on their own manu- 
factures is much greater than on the 
product of agriculture. 

Much interest centers in the meeting 
of the Hancelstag (chamber of eommerce 
and merchants’ association), here Sep- 
tember 30, and in. the meeting of the cen- 
tral verband Duetscher’§ IndustrieHen 
(Central Assaciation of German manu- 
facturers), October 1. Both meetings are 
expected to declare themselves energet- 
ically against the bill. 

It is reported that the latter’s. declara- 
tion in August against the bills strongly 
influenced the government’s attitude. 

Reports in the provincial press from 
Berlin say Count von Buelow, the impe- 
rial chancellor, recently admitted that a 
revision of the tariff bill's important 
points was necessary. 

The newspapers here make favorable 
comment on President Roosevelt’s letter 
to Professor Hugo Muensterberg, profes- 
sor of experimental physiology at Har- 
vard university, in which the president 
says he has at heart the warmest friend- 
ship between Germany and the United 
States. The Tageblatt adds: 

‘We hope that this ig, President Roose- 
velt’s conviction and “no conventional 
phrase. A sensible American policy has 
no reason to antagonize Germany.” 

The National Zeitung says: 

“President Roosevelt knows Germany 
and has learned to esteem it by personal 
studies. His indorsement of the reci- 
procity treaties will bring both countries 
nearer to each other economically. and 
increase their common interests. In 
wishing to maintain the friendship and 
guarantee the peaceful development and 
national work of both nations, the presi- 
dent of the great republic will meet with 
the earnest cooperation of the German 
people and government:” 


Kaiser’s Quarrel with City. 


The papers have been engaged in a 
warm controversy this week over Em- 
peror William’s refusal to receive the 
mayor of Berlin on the subject of run- 
ning the city’s electrical railroad across 
Under Den Linden: While the papers rep- 
resenting the municipality service admit 
his majesty’s right to forbid the road 
from crossing the thoroughfare, they 
point to the hardship for the city in- 
volved in such a decision, since the coun- 
cil bought two lines at a high price upon 
the assurance of the minister and police 
president that Emperor William would 
give his consent to uniting these roads by 
crossing Under Den Linden. 

His majesty has also rejected three 
monuments intended for one of Berlin’s 
parks on artistic grounds, and further he 
has rejected the plans for one naw-bridge 
and the rejection of the plans for the 
other proposed bridge is expressed. 

The papers argue that a strong feeling 
exists at the court against the munici- 
pality.. Some of them connect the above 
incidents ‘with the reelection of Herr 
Kuffman as vice mayor after the emperor 
had once refused to confirm him. 


TAYLOR DECLINES TO SERVE. 


Judge U. S. Court Is Asked To Act 
as Referee. 


Knoxville, Tenn., September 28.—(Spe- 
cial.™-H, H. Taylor having declined to 
serve as referee in the Jellico coal mining 
wage scale arbitration, the arbitrators 
have appealed to United States Circuit 
Judge C. Clark, of Chattanooga, to 
serve.

Bit Message Has Been Changed and 
the Original Cannot Be Found. 
Hanna Thinks the Mes- 
sage Is Crushing to 
Schley. 


j Washington, September 28.—In the 
| Schley court of inquiry today Captain 
" MeCalla, of the Marblehead, concluded 
his testimony begun yesterday, and the 
court heard the testimony of Lieutenant 
Commander W. H..H. Southerland, who 
commanded the Eagle during the Span- 
ish war and also that of Lieutenant Cas- 
sius B. Barnes. The latter is a cipher 
expert in the navy department and his 
evidence was devoted to showing that 
the dispatch from Commodore Schley to 
the navy department of May 28, 1898, 
Saying that he could not, much to his 
regret, obey the orders of the depart- 
ment, as printed in the official report 
was a correct translation of the mes- 
sage as forwarded from the Harvard at 
Kingston. 

Commander Southerland explained the 
condition of the Eagle during the cam- 
paicn and told of the part that vessel 
played. He said the slow progress made 
in the cruise to Santiago was due to 
the fact that the vessel was one-third 
full of water. He also told of signaling 
the Scorpion to inform Commodore Schley 
that the Spanish squadron was not in 
the harbor at Cienfuegos. Captain Mc- 
Calla said he had suggested to Schley 

after the battle of Santiago that there 
was glory enou~ in the victory for all. 

Mr. Stayton did not press his request 
to be allowed to appear as counsel for 
Admiral Sampson, as he had announced 
he would do. He wrote a second letter 
to the court, renewing his application and 
recounting the times that Admiral Samp- 
son’s name had been brought into the 
case, but he left the city later in the day, 
requesting the court to hold up the mat- 
ter for the present. 

TERM “ACCUSED” WILL NOT 

BE APPLIED TO SCHLEY 

On the opening of the court Mr. Hanna 
expressed his regret that he should have 
“used ‘the term ‘“accused”’ in referring to 
Admiral! Schley. 

When Captain McCalla took the witness 
stand Mr. Hanna asked him: 

“Were any ships assigned to the duty

of engaging the batteries on the morn- 


ing of May 31, 1898, or during that day, 
or to the duty of enfilading the bat- 
teries?’’ 

The reply was: 

“None that J know of.” 

Mr. Hanna then asked: 

“‘Were there any shoals or other obsta- 
cles of any kind to prevent the battle- 
ships from approaching the mouth of the 
harbor of Santiago sufficiently close to 
have been within easy range of the Co- 


.lon?’’ 


Captain Parker objected to the ques- 
tion, but the court refused to sustain the 
objection, and the question was repeated. 
Captain McCalla replied: 

“None that I know of. The only shoal 
I knew of was the shoal on the west 
side of the channel opposite the Moro.”’ 

“Did the battleships gé within range 
of the Colon?” 

“Not from my observation.” 

“Were you so situated as to observe 
the fall of shots from the fleet?’’ 

oF was.’’ 

“Where did they fall?’’ 

“I think I saw every shot fired. They 
ail fell short that I saw. One very nearly 
reached the Colon.”’ 

The witness described a conference of 
commanding officers on the Brooklyn on 
May 29. 

“The commanding officers were ordered 
on board the Brooklyn on May 29. It 
was with regard to the work of blockade. 
I can only remember one specific thing 
which took place at the close, and that 
was that Captain Evans asked Commo- 
dore Schley if the Spanish ships came 
out if he was going in for them. He 
said ‘Certainly,’ and then arranged for 
a sub-division of fire from the ships un- 
der his command on the Spanish ships 
should they come out.” 

By Mr. Hanna: ‘Prior to that confer- 
ence on May 29 had you at any time 
received definite instructions respecting 
the order of battle or the mode of pro- 
cedure which the fleet should follow 
in case the Spanish vessels should subse- 
quently apvear?”’ 

“I do not remember.” 

“Did you have any further conversa- 
tion with Commodore Schley?’ 

' “T had a conversation with him in his 
cabin after the battle of Santiago—about 
July 5—in Guantanamo bay. 
SCHLEY WAS REMINDED | 

OF LAKE ERIE DISPUTE 

“TIT went on board making an official 
call to pay my respects, and during the 
visit Commodore Schley read me what 
I understood to be a part of his official 
report of the battle. After he had fin- 
ished I said: ‘Commodore, you remember 
that after the battle of Lake Erie there 
was an unfortunate controversy, and I 
hope that there will be none after the 
battle of Santiago, because there was 
glory enough for everybody.’ ’’ 

Relating the particulars of the blockade 
of Santiago before June 1, Captain Mc- 
Calla said the Marblehead and the Vixen 
had at night occupied positions inside the 
large ships about 2 miles from the 
shore line and that that line was easily 
discernable. 

Referring to the fact that he had in- 
formed Captain Chadwick, Admiral 
Sampson’s chief of staff, of the code of 
signals arranged for communicating with 
the Cubans, he said that he did not in 
any way communicate with the com- 
mander in chief.

The witness said further that he 
thought it had been common knowledge 
at Key West, after his arrival there on 
May 19, that the Cuban insurgents were 
on the coast near Cienfuegos, but that 
no information was given concerning the 
secret code. He had, he said, failed to 
give the code to Commodore Schley when 
he paseed him, when the commodore was 
on his way to Cienfuegos, because he did 
not know that the commodore was bound 
for that port. 

“If I had known that he was going to 
Cienfuegos,”’ he said, ‘I would have gone 


acongeee and given him my  informa-

Replying to a question, Captain Mc- 
Calla said that Commodore _ Schley’s 
fleet while off Santiago had never to his 
knowledge been withdrawn to any dis- 
tance from the harbor of Santiago. 
ATTORNEY FOR SCHLEY 

CALLED DOWN BY COURT 

‘Then,’ said Captain Parker ‘that 
story, by whomsoever told, is absolutely 
false.’”’ 

“I object,”’ shouted Captain Lemly, in 
a voice as sharp as a pistol shot. 

“The objection is sustained,” said Ad- 
miral Dewey. ‘‘The question is highly; 
improper.”’ " 

The court then questioned the witness 
as to the weather on the trip from Cien- 
fuegos to Santiago and finally asked: 

“Did you on any occasion see the large 
vessels of the blockading force at or near 
daybreak between the 28th and the 3ist 
of May?’ 

“I saw them every morning. I cou!d 
See them at night, too, because there was 
some moonlight.’’ 

‘“‘How far were they from the Marble- 
head and how far was she from the en- 
trance to Santiago?’ 

“I judge we were 2 miles inside of 
the large ships. We steamed up and 
down. Sometimes we were nearer the en- 
trance than at others. I judge we were 
certainly 2 miles, and perhaps 3 
miles inside the large ships.”’ 

“At what distance from the mouth of 
the harbor were the Massachusetts, the 
Iowa and the New Orleans during the 
firing on May 31?"’ 

“I can only judge from the effect of 
their projectiles. I judge they must have 
been from the Colon about 5 miles.’’ 

Lieutenant Commander W. H. H. South- 
erland, who commanded the Eagle, said 
that he had first fallen in with the fly- 
ing squadron on May 19. He had then, 
under Captain McCalla’s orders, under- 
taken to communicate to Commodore 
Schley his information concerning the 
situation at Cienfuegos and had given 
this information to the Scorpion for the 
commodore, his message being as follows: 

“We left Cienfuegos on the night of the 
16th, at which time, as we Ilf@arned from 
the insurgents, the only vessels’ inside 
the harbor were two gunboats and sever- 
al cannoneeries.”’ 

AGREEMENT IS REACHED 
IN REGARD TO THE LOGS 

When the court reconvened for the af- 
ternoon session Captain Lemly read the 
agreement between himself and counsel 
for Admiral Schley as to the portion of 
the logs of certain vessels to be re- 
printed. 

The judge advocate then brought in 
Lieutenant C. B. Barnes, cipher expert 
of the navy department, for the purpose 
of explaining the discrepancies between 
the dispatch of Admiral Schley, saying 
he could not, much to his regret, obey the 
orders of the department, as it was pre- 
pared by the admiral and as prin@ed by 
the department. 

Mr. Raynor objected to the calling 
of the witness while Commander South- 
erland’s testimony was incomplete. He 
also said that he did not consider the 
variation in the dispatch as important. 

Captain Lemly and Mr. Hanna contend- 
ed that the matter was of grave impor- 
tance, 

The court decided that Mr. Barnes 
should withdraw. Commander Souther- 
land was recalled. 

Describing the cruise from Cienfuegos 
to Santiago, Commander Southerland said 
that from midnight of May 24 to the af- 
ternoon of the 2th the Eagle had -had 
very bad weather. This was due to the 
fact that the sea had a “‘long roll,”’ which 
was very trying to the yacht, as the ves- 
sel was then one-third full of water. 

“‘A little after 1 o’clock of the 26th, when 
about 35 miles from Santiago,” he said, 
“I was called alowggside the flagship and 
the commodore directed me to go to Port 
Antonio for coal and to report rough 
weather south of Cuba. My answer sub- 
stantially was that I already had three 
days’ coal, as much as the Marblehead, 
meaning as much in proportion. The com- 
modore told me that I had not coal 
enough for his purpose and directed me 
to carry out his orders. [I then asked 
him again very earncstly to let.the Eagie 
remain with the fleet and coal from the 
collier. He very courteously replied to 
me that he either very much regretted 
or else was very sorry he could not let 
me do so, as the Eagle had not coal 
enough for his purpose and again direct- 
ed me to proceed, whicn I did after com- 
municating with my division com- 
mander.”’ 

Mr. Raynor questioned Commander 
Southerland concerning his megaphone 
message to the Scorpion of May 19 and 
displayed the log book of that vessel to 
show that while other facts were men- 
tioned as having been megaphoned by the 
Eagle there was no mention that Com- 
mander Southerland had said anything 
about conditions at Cienfuegos. Witness 
said if his own log made no mention of 
this message, “It was evidently a ques- 
tion of whether the young officer an deck 
at that time put down my exact words”’ 

Lieutenant Barnes was again called. 
Pending his appearance, Mr. Hanna 
made a statement concerning the two 
versions of the Schley dispatch of May 
28. He referred to the fact that not only 
the translation of this dispatch, but also 
the translation of a navy department dis- 
patch May 27 had been called into ques- 
tion. He, however, gave his.special at- 
tention to the Schley message, saying: 
THAT CHANGED DISPATCH 

AGAIN BEFORE THE COURT 

“There is no more important paper be- 
fore the court than this telegram, and in 
order to, discount its importance, in or- 
der, to weaken its terrible effect, there 
have been introduced on the record here 
suggestions that the dispatch as printed 
by the government is not correct. Now, 
we propose to show that that dispatch 


as printed in the appendix to the report 
of the chief of the bureau of navigation 


that dispatch was received by the navy 
department from the wires and confirmed 
by the telegraph company. We propose 
to show further that that dispatch as 
received by the navy department was 
cipher word for cipher word as it left 
the West Indies. As it was placed upon 
the wires at Kingston, so it is printed 
in the appendix. 

“J do not wish to lay any further stress 
upon this matter except to say that in 
all my experience in Washington in con- 
nection with the management of execu- 
tive departments by high officers of the 
government and by subordinates, I have 
found that great departments of the gov- 
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worth any consideration, except for the 
fact that it was introduced. here, and 
upon fmvestigation we have found the 
facts to be as stated, and we propose to 
prove. them by a witness whom we desire 
to cally We are not trying this case upon 
the appendix, but upon original docu- 
ments’ We have not relied upon these 
copies.’ 

Lieutenant Barnes then identified the 

cipher copy book of the auxiliary cruiser 
Harvard, which vessel during the war 
was under command of Captain (now Ad- 
miral) Cotton. This was the vessel which 
carried Admiral Schiéy’s. dispatch to 
Kingston, to be there transmitted by 
cable to Washington. 
» Lieutenant Barnes said he was familia? 
with the department cipher code and that 
last night and this morning he had made 
a translation of the, dispatch as pre- 
sented. He then read his translation and 
was questioned concerning it by Mr, Han- 
na, who asked: 

“Have you examined the duplicate of 
the cipher received at the department, 
and compared it with the cipher as it 
appears in that press copy book?”’ 

“I have.”’ 


DISPATCH NOT ALTERED, 
LIEUT. BARNES ASSERTS 


“Was this cipher message as received 
by the department, confirmed by the tele- 
graph company?’ 

“It was.”’ 

“T will ask you whether in cipher those 
words as they appear in that press copy 
book are identically the same in cipher as 
those received by the department, or is 
there any variation whatever in word or 
letter?’’ 

‘They are identically the same in word. 
Three words, as I reeollect it, have let- 
ters which are indistinct in one place or 
the other and might be mistaken, al- 
though there is no chance of mistaking 
the word.’’ 

“Then I will ask you whether, :accord- 
ing to that press copy book, that dispatch 
left Kingston as it was received at the 
department in cipher?’ 

“It did, if this was the dispatch that 
was sent of which this is a copy.” 

‘“‘Now with respect to certain minor va- 
riations in words here in the translation 
you have given and which appear, I wilil 
ask you first, have you compared the 
translation which you have made from 
cipher with this dispatch in the appen- 
dix ?’’ 

“IT have not." 

“Why did you not do so0?’’ 

“I was asked by the judge advocate 
not to consult any other books whatever 
than the secret code andthe book from 
which I took the cipher.’’ 

“You are familiar with the cipher code 
and handle it frequently?’’ 

“bs am: I do.” 

“Is it a part of oyur duty to do so0?”’

Mr. Hanna, holding in his hand a copy 
of the appendix containing the official 
print of the Schley dispatch, pointed out 
the discrepancies between that print and 
the translation made by Lieutenant 
Barnes from the Harvard cipher book, 
which showed that the principal differ- 
ences were as follows: 

The substitution of the word ‘‘heavy”’ 
for the word ‘“‘helpless’’ in the appendix 
translation, and the omission of the word 
“‘leaving’’ in the new translation, referr- 
ing to the departure from Key West. 

The comparison also showed changes 
such as the omisston of the word ‘‘the’’ 
and the witness explained that often in 
translating cipher messages the name of 
a country is generally added after that 
of a town or particular locality, in order 
to make the information full and specific. 
WHY “HEAVY” WAS USED 

INSTEAD OF “HELPLESS” 

He also gave this as the explanation of 
the addition of the word “‘leaving.”’ say- 
ing that it was done to bring out the 
sense of the message. With reference to 
the use of the word “heavy” for ‘“‘¥elp- 
less,’’ the witness saWf: 

“‘Heavy and helpless are very close to 
each other in the cipher code. A change 
of a single number at the end, which 
would indicate a change of a letter in a 
word, or a mistaken letter in a word, 
would produce that sort of a change.’’ 

Mr. Hanna reminded the witness that 
at the end of the message as printed in 
the appendix was the following sentence: 

“Very difficult to tow collier to get 
cable to hold,’’ which sentence did not 
appear in the copy of the dispatch as 
preserved by Admiral Schley in his press 
copy book. He then asked whether these 
words could, by any trafislation or any 
legitimate use of the cipher, have been 
added, or whether they could be due 
to a cipher error, or had they been sim- 
ply added. 

“They could not have been simply add- 
ed in cipher,” replied the witness. 

By Mr. Raynor: “I do not think there 
is any disagreement between us. There 
was a dispatch sent by Commodore 
Schley, delivered to Captain Cotton on 
the Harvard. That disnatch was trans- 
lated into cipher on board the Harvard 
between Santiago and Kingston. That 
cipher translation came here to Washing- 
ton and you made a translation, which I 
have no doubt is perfectly correct. That 
translation seems to accord in most par- 
ticulars with the exception of some trivial 
things with the translation you have in 
the appendix.”’ 

Mr. Raynor then cross-examined the 
witness, first asking him whether he had 
any knowledge that the cipher dispatch 
in question is a correct translation of the 
dispatch that Commodore Schley gave to 
Captain Cotton. 

ORIGINAL OF DISPATCH 
IS STRANGELY MISSING 

“T have no svecial knowledge that it 
was,’’ the witness replied. 

‘‘Now, in Admiral Schley’s letter book 
I want to show an entry. The word ‘con- 
firm’ occurs. Does not that mean that 
the navy department has confirmed that 
dispatch by comparing it with the origi- 
nal?’’ 

“Tt does not mean that to me. 

“What does it mean?” 

‘iI do not know who put that there.’’

One Drawing Shows Mrs. Kruger in 
Heaven and Queen Victoria

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Paris, September 28.—The police today 
suppressed and seized a special number 
of a satirieal paper, The Assiette au 
Beurre, (Butter Plate) devoted to de- 
picting British atrocities in the Trans- 
vaal. The cartoons were drawn by Jean 
Wasber, the artist, whose eccentric paint- 
ing, ‘“‘The Goose,’’ in the new salon, at- 
tracted much attention. 

Several of the drawings of this artist 
are in the worst possible taste. One of 
them was displayed on the front of all 
the’ kiosks until the police suppressed it. 
It depicts Britannia with dress uplifted, 
in a posture of contempt to the world. 
The part exposed is made to represent the 
features of King Edward. 

Another drawing shows Mrs. Kruger 
in heaven and Queen Victoria down be- 
low, clinging to the sides of a lurid hell. 

Still another drawing represents Lord 
Kitchener as a huge toad, wallowing 
among dead and dying, and Mr. Chamber- 
lain is pictured with a pickax, delving 
among a heap of slain soldiers. 

The Assiette au Beurre contains one fine 
conception, entitied ‘“‘The Wreck.’”’ It 
presents a colossal, naked figure of Mr. 
Kruger, 
land and succored by the youthful queen 
of that country.

licitor General Osborne is elected. At 
the expiration of the term of these in- 
cumbents it is proposed to make the sala- 
ries of the two judges of the city court 
$2,000 a year each, and to provide a city 
court solicitor at a salary of $1,800 to 
$2,000. There has been considerable com- 
plaint for some time past among the 
lawyers and court officials on account 
of the delay in the dispatch of business in 
the city court, especially in the matter 
of civil litigation. This step is evidently 
intended to improve matters_in that re- 
spect, though at some additional expense 
to the county.

Augusta Money Lenders Are Now 
Trying Injunction. 


CASE IS ONE OF INTEREST 


Firm Appealed from Council to the 
State Courts and the Case Is 
Still Pending. 


Augusta, Ga., September 28.—(Special.)— 
The city was today enjoined from the 
enforcement of a tax fi. fa. against Wood 
& Co., local money lenders. 

Sheriff Weigle was about to close the 
establishment to enforce the colle@&ion of 
$500, alleged to be due Augusta for busi- 
ness license in 1900. 

Last year the city imposed a special 
business tax of $1,000 a year on all parties 
doing a money lending business on per- 
sonal property. When Wood & Co. opened 
their doors last fall the firm refused to 
pay the $500 for a half year, alleging 
that the tax was unconstitutional be-

cause clearly prohibitory and carried the 
case to a higher court for adjustment. 
While this suit was pending 1901 came. 
and as the supreme court of Georgia had 
handed down a decision in a similar case 
from the Macon courts, in which it was 
held that a tax of $1,000 on the business 
was prohibitory and, therefore, unconsti- 
tutional, the cit’ council of Augusta 
amended its license ordinance, making 
the tax to do the business $350, all par- 
ties doing business in the city agreeing 
that this amount was not prohibitory. 
Wood & Co. paid the license for the 
vear of 1901, but still refused to pay the 
1900 tax of $500 for six months. The city 
is now trying to enforce its payment 
and the injunction proceeding followed. 
The case is set for hearing before Judge 
Brinson, of the superior court, on the 
22d day of October.

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PRISONER SOLD ON BLOCK 
TO THE HIGHEST BIDDER 


Probably never before in the history of 
Georgia, was a prisoner sold to the high- 
est bidder, because bond could not be 
made to secure release from. prison. 
However, such was the case yesterday. 

The prisoner in question, was a little 
black water spaniel named ‘‘Fannie,”’ the 
canine that has been confined in the 
Tower for a month past. Sheriff Nelms 
a few days ago, pursuant to an order 
from Judge J. H. Lumpkin, directed that 
the animal be sold, and yesterday she 
was placed on the legal block. 

‘Fannie’ was imprisoned as a result of 
a@ controversy over her ownership be- 
tween two negro women, Fannie Morgan 
and Lula Fuller. The former instituted 
bail trover proceedings and ‘‘Fannie’’ was 
placed in jail. A bond of $120 was as- 
séssed, but both of the women failed to 
give it. 

The sale was held tn front of the court 


house door and was conducted by Deputy 
Sheriff W. C. Tolbert. It is remarkable 
from the fact that it is the first time in 
the history of the state that a dog has 
been sold at a sheriff’s sale. 

‘‘Fannie’’ was .taken from the Tower 
by Deputy Sheriff Goldsmith and was 
secured by a large cord fastened about 
her neck. She was exposed to the view 
of the crowd collected in front of the 
temple of justice and then the bidding be- 
gan. In the petition for bail trover, At- 
torney Lavender Ray, representing the 
plaintiff, valued the dog. at $60, but the 
bidding fell far short of that value. 

Auctioneer Tolbert cried out the excel- 
lent traits of ‘‘Fannie,”” and was re- 
warded by a bid of 10 cents. Attorney 
Ray raised the bid to 25 cents. Fannie 
Morgan was in the crowd and she bid 
50 cenfs. No one else seemed disposed 
to bid and the canine was knocked down 
to the last bidder, the woman who had 
endeavored to secure possession of her 
through legal process and who succeeded.

FOR CATE CITY 


lc Concern Forced New One 
Into Existence, 


CAUSED BY EXTRA CHARGES 


Asserted That the Imposing of 
Hitherto Unexpected Expenses 
by Atlantic Compress Com- 
pany Led to New 
Institution. 


Following the announcement of the or- 
ganization of the Capital Compress Com- 
pany in this city, comes the news that 
this latter concern was brought directly 
into existence by the removal here from 
Savannah of the Atlantic Compress Com- 
pany and the alleged intention of the At- 
lantic people to enforce certain charges 
hitherto unimposed upon the shippers. 

The nature of the extra charges which 
it is said were to have been imposed upon 
the shippers were for labor in handling 
the cotton, for branding the bales for re- 
shipment and for storage where the cotton 
was allowed to remain in the compress 
for any length of time. This action, it is 
asserted, would have deprived the ship- 
pers of privileges which they had pre- 
viously enjoyed and for which no charges 
had ever before been made. 

From a cotton man who is conversant 
with the details of the compress situation 
in Atlanta, as well as throughout the 
State, some interesting facts were gath- 
ered yesterday touching upon the present 
issues. While the amount, he said, that 
would be charged in each instance would 
be small, not more than 2 cents per bale 
for this and 3 cents for that, it was 
pointed out that during an entire season 
the total would foot up a tidy sum. For 
any one of the large cotton firms of At- 
lanta, he estimated that the extra charges 
would amount to something like $5,000 in 
@ season. 

Will Benefit Atlanta. 

The further assertion was made that the 
operation of two compresses here will 
have the effect not only of enhancing the 
importance of Atlanta as a cotton center, 
but of increasing the city’s revenue so 
far as it is derived from this industry. 
It was further asserted that if the com- 
peting compress had not been located here 
it was believed the effect on the situation 
would have been the reverse of beneficial. 
This was explained by the fact that had 
the new compress not been built here, the 
contemplated extra charges would have 
become effective and exerted a tendency 
to influence dealers who now make At- 
lanta their shipping point to seek other 
places where these charges could ‘tbe 
avoided. With the opening here of the 
new compress, however, it was pointed 
out that the Atlantic Compress Company 
could not make the extra charges when 
they were not required by the Capital 
Compress Company. 4 

“It is interesting to note in this con- 
nection,”’ he said, ‘‘that the carrying out 
of the designs of the compress combine 
in the enforcement of a schedule of 
charges originally enforced by the com- 
bine, caused the erection here of a new 
compress, thereby giving shippers of At- 
lanta freedom from charges which would 
have operated against Atlanta’s interests 
as a cotton market. This action, how- 
ever, has very fortunately been made to 
operate materially to the benefit of At- 
lanta as a cotton market. It is naturally 
to be supposeed that with the aggressive 
cotton firms in operation now at this 
paint, they should be enabled to ma- 
terially increase the values of cotton re- 
ceipts.”’ 

The New Compress Company. 

The Capital Compress Company is to be 
erected by the two cotton firms of San- 
ders, Swann & Company, and Beatty, 
Hobson & Company, of this city. It is 
to be located on Pearl street, near to the 
Georgia railroad and West Point -belit 
tracks. The officers of the new company 
fare John W. Sanders, president; J. L. 
Akers, vice president, and W. H. Beatty 
secretary and treasurer. W. W. Turner, 
of this city, will be superintendent.

He Will Take Steps To Give That 
City Better Fire Protection 
So as To Prevent an Ad- 
vance in Insurance 

Rates. 


Fire Chief W. R. Joyner, head of the 
fire department of Atlanta, will leave to- 
day at noon for Greenville, S. Cc. ce 
the express purpose of organizing a paid 
fire department in that city. Chief Joy- 
ner goes to Greenville at the earnest 
request of the mayor and council of that 
city. Policy holders in Greenville are 
threatened with an increase in fire insur- 
ance rates unless steps are taken for the 
better protection of property in that 


place. 

For some time past, it seems, the num- 
ber of fires that have occurred in Green- 
ville has been the subject of much se- 
rious consideration on the part of insur- 
ance agents who represent companies 
carrying business in that city. . Prom- 
inent agents in Atlanta are interested in 
policies held by citizens of Greenville, 
and the matter has assumed such shape 
as that the insurance companies are 
threatening to advance rates. 

The town is protected by a volunteer 
fire department. Cities operating paid 
departments always receive better 
rates than those having only’ vol- 
unteer compan.es organized to keep 
down fires. The threatened ad- 
vance in rates -has' been _ instru- 
mental in causing the mayor and city 
council of Greenvile to take up the mat- 
ter of establishing a paid fire -depart- 
ment. 

Greenville Councilman Here. 

Councilman Patterson, of Greenville, 
was in Atlanta on Friday to confer with 
Insurance agents here. He was told that 
the Southeastern Tariff association, as 
an organization, could take no action in 
regard to the situation in that place, 
as Greenville is not included in the asso- 
ciation. It was suggested, however, that 
if the citizens of that city would organ- 
ize a paid firc department on modern 
lines to give the town ali the protection 
possible, rates would not only not be 
advanced, but would unquestionably be 
lowered to meet the new conditions. 

Well-known agents in Atlanta agreed 
that if Fire Chief Joyner could be in- 
duced to go to Greenville and organize 
a fire department or suggest how the 
city might receive better fire protection, 
they were willing to abide by his rec- 
ommendations and would do what they 
could to benefit those citizens carrying 
insurance, the rates on which were in 
danger of being advanced. 

Mr. Patterson at once called on Chief 
Joyner and laid the matter before him 
in all its details. Then he returned home. 
A meeting of the mayor and council of 
Greenville was held yesterday morning, 
and the city officers decided to take the 
necessary steps looking to the organi- 
zation of a permanent department. Mayor 
C. C. Jones telegraphed Chief Joyner 
to come on to Greenville at once to také 
charge of the movement and suggest the 
proper remedy. 

The splendid reputation of the Atlanta 
fire department is known the country 
over, and members of the Greenville

AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


Adjustment of the tax rate for the 
Georgia, Florida and Alabama railroad 
is to be made by the board of arbitration 
selected for this purpose tomorrow. This 
board is composed of Hon. T. C. Cren- 
shaw, of the. railroad commission, for 
the stay); Dr. J. B. & Holmes, for the 
railroad, and Judge John S. Candler, 
as umpire. The meeting of the arbitra- 
tors is to be held in Bainbridge. 

Tire necessity for this arbitration arose 
over the increasing by Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright of the road’s assessment 
per mile over the figures submitted by 
the officers. The Georgia, Florida and 
Alabama road, known formerly as the 
Georgia Pine railroad, submitted its re- 
turn of taxes to the comptroller gerteral 
at a valuation of $2,000 per mile. This 
asssessment was increased by Comptrol- 
ler General Wright to a valuation of 
$3,500 per mile. 

When this action was taken, the of- 
ficers of the road declined to accept the 
increase, and demanded that the matter 
be settled by arbitration. The length 
of the road is 41 miles. 


The plan of State School Commissioner 
Glenn of local taxation for school pur- 
poses, which he recommended so strong- 
ly in his annual report, is meeting with 
approval throughout the state. The plan, 
as has been previously announced, asks 
for the right of communities and counties 
to incorporate for the purpose of taxation 
for schools only. 

Commissioner Glenn’s plan will be put 
in the form of a bill for presentatiog 
to the next general assembly, and there 
is strong reason to believe it will pass 
both houses with little or no opposition. 

A message to the members of the gen- 
eral assembly was interpolated by Com- 
missioner Glenn in his annual report in 
which he made an urgent appeal for the 
enactment of a law covering his suggest- 
ed plan. Since the issuance of this re- 
port, the commissioner has received many 
letters from members gf each house, com- 
mending the moveme and volunteering 
their support of it. 

One of the strongest reasons advanced 
by Commissioner Glenn for the enact- 
ment of a law controlling this movement 
is that it would prove of inestimable 
benefit to those smaller communities that 
have not now the opportunities for the 
education of children on account of the 
lack of means to secure adequate educa- 
tional facilities. 


The building of an annex to the state 
capitol is a recommendation which Ad- 
jutant General Robertson in all probabil- 
ity will make in his annual report to the 
general assembly. 

As a reason for this, it will be pointed 
out that the present building is over- 
crowded in some parts and otherwise in- 
adequate in others. It will be cited that 
numerous offices, which have been re- 
moved to the third floor of the capitol 
by the demand of necassity for more 
room, will have to be vacated when the 
general assembly meets.

Commissioner of Agriculture O. B. Ste- 
vens is favoring the opening of three 
new experimental stations in Georgia, in 
addition to the one now located at Grif- 
fin. It is the commissioner’s idea to have 


mn station in the northerr portion of ths 
state, another in the eustern and the 
third In south Georgia, ‘the present sta- 
tion to be considered as covering middle 
and western Georgia. 

Commissio1er Stevens said yesterday 
that he thinks the opening of these ad- 
ditional stations is warranted by the fact 
that the department of agriculture is a 
source of revenue to the state now, where 
it was formerly a burden of expense. 
This revenue, gained through the collec- 
tion fees for the inspection of oils and 
fertilizers, shows an increase for the 
fiscal year ending September 15 of $10,000 
over the preceding twelve months. The 
amount turned over by Commissioner 
Stevens to Treasurer Park over and 
above all expenses for operating the de- 
partment was $47,540.19. 

It is asserted by Commissioner Stevens 
that the three new stations could be es- 
tablished and operated without any cost 
to the state further than the revenue ac- 
cruing from the department of agricul- 
ture. He says these additional stations 
would be of the greatest value to Geor- 
gia, as they would make possible tests 
and experiments agriculturalfy of the 
various soils of Georgia that differ in 
character in different parts of the state. 
Commissioner Stevens will offer recom- 
mendations of some such nature in his 
annual report, soon to be issued. 


Hon. Harvey Jordan was a caller at 
the capitol yesterday. Mr. Jordan pass- 
ed through the city on his way to Sioux 
Falls, 8S. Dak., -vhere he will attend the 
national farmers’ congress, which meets 
there this year. 

While in this portion of the country 
Mr. Jordan will give a close study to 
the agricultural and stock raising indus- 
tries of the northwest.

BOOKS MOVED T0

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NEW BUILDING 


Work of Moving 20,000 Yelumes Done 
in Four Days. 


TRUSTEES MEET TUESDAY 


Miss Wallace Talks Interestingly of 
the Work of Moving—Date for 
Opening Not Yet Deter- 
mined—Many Books 
Received. 


The 20,000 volumes which were the 
property of the Young Men’s Library As- 
sociation, together with the fixtures of 
the old library, have been moved to the 
new Carnegie library building, at the 
corner of Carnegie place and Forsytn 
street, the work having been done in less 
than four days. 

The date for the opening of the library 
has not been set. This will be deter- 
mined Tuesday at the first meeting of 
the board of trustees in the new library 
building, at which meeting the time for 
the turning over of the building by the 
architects and contractors will also be 
determined. 

The fact that the moving of the books 
and fixtures of the old library was ac- 
complished in less than four days is quite 
an interesting one, and is an abundant 
proof of what may be accomplished by 
system. In speaking of the moving, Miss 
Wallace, the librarian, said: 

“The actual moving of the books was 
not such an undertaking, and occupied 
only part of four days. It was the pre- 
liminary packing that was troublesome 
and expensive. As you know, the build- 
ing and furniture are not ready, so we 
had to store the books on the floor in 
one large room. The books are tied up 
in neat packages, weighing about seven- 
ty-five pounds, in heavy manila paper, 
with stout cord. 

“The books will not be unpacked until 
the shelves are ready to receive them. 
The furniture is arriving daily and is 
the finest of its kind. 

“The great stained glass window was 
shipped by Savannah and will be placed 
this week. 

“The main corridor is finished in My- 
cenian marble, green in color. The broad 
white marble staircase, with rail and 
newel post of block wrought iron, are 
beautiful and imposing. 

“In fact, when finished the interior of 
the new building will be in keeping with 
the stateliness of its facade and the 
whole will be the handsomest library in 
the south®and will compare favorably 
with any library in the country. 

‘In the meantime we have fitted up 
offices on the second floor and the staff 
is now engaged in cataloguing the new 
books that are being received daily. 
Over a thousand new volumes were re- 
ceived and catalogued in September, and 
now, after being closed four days for 
moving, the office force is back at work 
as if moving into a new building were 
an everyday occurrence. 

“The office is open daily from 9 a. m. 
to 5 p. m. for business. Books will be 
received, but it will be impossible to issue 
other books until the building is com- 
pleted. The entrance to the office is in 
the rear of the building.’’ 


BIG EARNINGS FOR SANTA FE. 


Total Receipts of the 
Reached $54,474,822. 


System 


New York, September 28.—The annual 
report of President Ripley, of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa’ Fe railroad, for 
the fiscal year ended June 30 last shows 
total earnings of $54,474,822, an increase 
of $8,242,744 over the previous year. The 
total operating expenses were $32,262,945, 
being an increase over the previous year 
of $4,471,445. The net earnings were $22,- 
211,877, an increase of $3,501,298. After 
deducting interest charges of $8,029,476, 
there remained $14,182,401 applicable for 
dividend and surplus purposes. 

President Ripley concluded his report 
as follows: 

‘‘Notwithstanding an almost total fail- 
ure of the corn crop in Kansas and Ok- 
lahoma, it is not believed that earnings 
for the coming year will be less satisfac- 
tory than those of last year. The direct 
gross earnings of your property from 
freight on corn during the year covered 
by this report were approximately $600,- 
000, of which about one-third came from 
sections in which there is little or no 
damage. The indirect loss of earnings 
(on cattle, hogs, etc.), cannot be accu- 
rately computed, but it is believed that 
increased tonnage in other lines of busi- 
ness and other territory will quife com- 
pensate therefor.’’

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New York, September 28.—In the closest 
and most stirring race ever sailed for 
the old America’s cup, the white flyer 
Cclumbia today beat the British chal- 
lenger, Shamrock II, over a windward 
and leeward course of thirty nautical 
milés by the narrow margin of thirty-nine 
#econds. As Lipton’s latest aspirant for 
cup honor must allow the defender forty- 
three seconds on account of the extra 833 
sqtiare feet of canvas in her sail drea, 
the official record, under the rules, gives 
her the victory by one minute and twen- 
ty-two seconds. 

As a spectacle the contest was superb. 
from the time the two sky-scraping 
facers crossed the starting line until 
they finished four and a half hours later, 
thé result was in doubt and the excite- 
ment aboard the excursion fleet increased 
until men became frenzied and women al- 
gmost-hysterical. So evenly matched were 
these two scientific racing machines that 
never after they had started were the 
rival skippers out of each other’s hail, 
*an@ more than three-quarters of the 
time they were so close that Charley 
Barr, who had the wheel aboard the 
American boat, could have tossed a bis- 
euit to Captain Sycamore on the Sham- 
vock. For miles as they beat their way 


to the outer mark, the black shadow % 


of Shamrock’s huge club topsail was 
painted on. the big mainsail of the Co- 
-lumbia, and for an ,hour on the run 
home, with the two yachts flying like 
ecared deer before the following wind. 
they ran almost beam to beam as if they 
had been harnessed together.

The memory of the races between the 
Genesta and the Puritan in 1885 and 
Lord Dunraven’s first Valkyrie and the 
Vigilant in 1893, whitch have been treas- 
uréd by yachtsmen up to thig time, will 
be forgotten after the magnificent duel 
of today. It will live forever in the 
memory of those who witnessed it. In 
the years to come yachtsmen of two 
nations will recount the thfilling story 
of the celebrated first race between the 
Columbia and the Shamrock II sailed off 
New York harbor in the first year of the 
new century. 

As a result of today’s race, though faith 
fn the Columbia still remains in the 
hearts of the patriots, all the experts ad- 
mit that the British boat ts the ablest 
sloop ever sent to these waters to lift the 
hundred-guinea cup which the old schoon- 
er America brought across the Atlantic 
fifty years ago, and that the superiority 
of American seamanship and American 
naval] architecture, as represented by the 
defender, remains to be established. The 
quality of a sailing ship is measured by 
her ability to carve her way into an ad- 
verse wind and in the fifteen-mile thresh 
to windward today the golden challenger 
gained thirty-nine seconds, while on the 
fun home her lead was eaten up and the 
Columbia crossed the finish line exactly 
thirty-nine seconds before the Sham- 
rock. It must be remembered, however, 
that the challenger had the weather- 
gauge in the beat to windward, no mean 
edvantage, and the nautical experts said 
after the race that during the outward 
journey she had been sailed to absolute 
perfection, while before the wind the 
Awind the American yacht not only show- 
ed a fleeter pair of heels, but, in the 
opinion of the sharps, was better han- 


led. 
E RUNAWAY HORSES 
; YACHTS DASH OVER LINE 
|" Disappointed by the fluke of Thursday, 
the crowd which sailed down to Sandy 
jHook light ship today was somewhat 


jemalier than on the opening day, but 


seven so the colony of steamers, steam 
yachts, tug boats, sailing vessels and ex- 
cursion craft of every description form- 
ed an angle at the starting line miles 
dong. It was an ideal day for a race. 
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when Barr thought he had him under 
his lea, the Englishman deaded his head- 
way and then luffed under the Colum- 
bia’s stern into the weather berth. This 
victory for the Shamrock at the very in- 
ception of the race, the Columbia could 
not overcome in the long beat to wind- 
ward. The two big yachts were an in- 
spiring sight to the spectators as they 


plunged seaward, pounding great foun- 
tains of spray from their bows and 


drenching the crews lined up along the 
weather rail. They heeled to the wind 
until their’ lea rails’ were awash in the 
swirling, bubbling seas and from the 
windward they showed yards of their 
bronze underbodies. Neck and neck, tack 
and tack, they raced like a team of 
horses. 

The vessels in‘the excursion fleet by 
this tithe were rolling badly. Many of 
the spectators were forced to the seclu- 
sion of their cabins and many others kept 
suspiciously near the rails. 

WHITE FLYER COLUMBIA 
EATS UP GREEN WATER 

The excursion vessels formed a crescent 
about the stake boat as the yachts round- 
ed the outer mark, but it was a doleful 
fleet. As the Shamrock wore around with 
her spinnaker pole to the starboard like a 
lance in rest, the big steam yacht Erin, 
with the “bloody hand of Ulster’’ in the 
Royal Ulster Yacht Club ensign at her 
taffrail, opened her whistle long and loud. 
It was the first time Sir Thomas had felt 
the joy of victory and he and his 
party probably enjoyed it to the full. 
The Yankee skippers were too polite not 
to pull their whistle cords, but the toots 
were not loud nor long and the bands 
did not play ‘‘Columbia, the Gem of the 
Ocean.”’ 

But when the racers had spread their 
pinions wing and wing, spinnaker match- 
ing mainsail and balloon jib drawing for- 
ward and the white flyer Columbia began 
to eat up the green water between her 
and the challenger, drooping spirits be- 
gan to rise, and when the yachts got on 
even terms about half way home, the 
bands began to play and the people 
raised a cheer. As they approached the 
finish line Columbia, leading by half a 
dozen lengths, all the pent up enthusiasm 
burst forth. 

About a quarter of a mile before they 
reached the line the golden boat blank- 
eted the white one and for a moment 
she ran up alongside and it looked as if 
she would be first home. Cheers died in 
the patriotic throats. Sudden!t, as the 
Columbia luffed off and got her wind 
clear, she forged ahead and came tear- 
ing down like mad. As she crossed three 
lengths ahead the enthustasm broke out 
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ton showed himself the thorough sports- 
man he is. 

*“‘Well,’’ ‘he said as he stood on_the deck 
of the Erin, ‘‘that’s one dot against us. I 
am just as hopeful as I was this morn- 
ing. for I feel that if I only have a wind 
I'm all right. It wag a fair and square

day. We want a breeze that will put that

you’ll. see a race. But, be sure of one 
thing—I was licked fairly today.” 

Captain Bob Wringe, who was-on the 
bridge of the Erin at Sir Thomas’ elbow, 
sald: : 

“If we get a fresh breeze we will lift 
the cup yet. A nine to twelve knot breeze 
is what we want.”’ 

Captain Barr was much gratified over 
the victory. 

“It was a close race, but a clean one,”’ 
he said. ‘‘Wind conditions were perhaps 
not all that could have been desired, but 
such as they were our boat was never 
in danger, I believe, at any point.’’ 


GREAT SINGLE STICKERS 
SKIRMISH FOR POSITION 

When the two yachts were towed out 
to Sandy Hook lightship there was a fine 
sailing breeze blowing 9-.knots from a 
little south of east, with a possible prom- 
ise of becoming more southerly as the 
day progressed. The long greasy swell, 
always a forerunner of a storm, came in 
with considerable force, and the roll of 
the sea from southward, caused by the 
disturbance down the coast, made it un- 
pleasant for those not accustomed to 
ocean waves. 

The wind had freshened qa bit when the 
tug Navigator with the regatta ¢ommif- 
tee aboard anchored at the southeasterly 
end of the line, with the Sandy’ Hook 
lightship forming the. other extremity.

Soon afterwards signals were hoisted on 
the committee tug denoting that the 
course .would.be east. by south,.15 miles 
to windward and return. The prepara- 
tory gun was fired at 10:45. 

The Columbia had secured meanwhile a 
berth to windward’ of the line, while thé 
Shamrock was curvetting about at a cons 
siderable distance leeward. Captain Syc- 
amore'was at her tiller down on the lee- 
ward side as usual. On the Columbia 
Skipper Barr was at the wheel. The force 
of the-wind was now fully 9 knots an 
hour. It was sometimes puffy and occa- 
sionally reached the dimensions of (a 
“‘scupper’’ breeze. The yachts heeled to 
its strength. The warning gun was fired 
at 10:55 and at that time both yachts haa 
worked to windward of the line, with 
the Shamrock now in the weather posi- 
tion. At the warning signal both yachts 
bore down and came to leeward. At 10:58 
the Columbia went on the starboard tack, 
this maneuver being repeated by her 
rival. 

DOUGHTY SKIPPER BARR 
MEETS HIS MATCH AT LAST 

The Shamrock luffed up to windward 
of the Columbia, and when the starting 
gun came had a splendid position and 
went over the line two seconds ahead of 
her rival and well placed in the windward 
berth. For once the doughty Charlie Barr 
had met his equal in the starting trick. 
Columbia tried in vain to work out 
through the lee of her opponent. Several 
short tacks were taken, but in spite of 
all efforts she could not get clear.. At 
11:40 Shamrock had a good lead of nearly 
300 yards. 

When the vessels were on the port tack 
they encountered a pretty hard head sea. 
While on. the starboard tack the sea 
smote them abeam. The Shamrock ap- 
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{peared to splash more against the nose- 
enders than the Columbia, but the splash- 
ing «id not retard her speed in the least. 
Not a tremor could be detected in the 
luffs of the sails of either racer. Both 
were handled to perfection and were 
given a good clean full, not the least 
quiver being allowed to make itself man- 
ifested in a single cloth. 

At 12:54 both boats on the port tack 
were heading for the outer mark, which 
on this occasion was the tug Edgar F. 


Ludebach, the raft which she carried 
having failed to right itself when put 
overboard. The wind now was the 
freshest of the day. The Shamrock had a 
lead of at least 40 yards and as she ap- 
proached the mark it was seen that she 
had handily beaten the old defender in 
the windward work. She turned in excel- 
lent style and with main boom square 
off to port, the spinnakers boom was low- 
ered to starboard. The Columbia made 
an equally good turn. The official time 
at the mark was as follows:

WITH SKINNAKERS SPREAD 
COLUMBIA SLOWLY GAINS 
There was considerable delay in set- 
ting spinnakers. The Shamrock waited 
apparently for the Columbia and luffing 
out in order to prevent a blanket. Final- 
ly, at 11:52 the Columbia broke out her 
spinnaker and at the same time a tre- 
mendous balloon jib. Shamrock smartly

ATERSON, N. J., September 28.— 
(Special.)—No sooner had the anar- 


Pr chist, Czolgosz, sent two bullets 
tearing through the body of the president 
of the United States, than the anarchists 
of Paterson, N. J., called a mass meeting, 
assembling 400 strong in the dance hall 
back of a saloon kept by one of the “‘fra- 
ternity,” they congratulated one another 
upon the activity of the order 
at Buffalo, and upon the _ saluta- 
tory effects upon the country exer- 
cised by brothers brave enough to 
live up to the order’s great doctrine—re- 
ferrtng, presumably, to the doctrine per- 
taining to removal of rulers. No attempt 
was made to keep the meeting secret. 
It was an open session—and the police of 
Paterson permitted it. 

There are more confessed anarchists in 
Paterson, so far as known, than in any 
other city in the United States. And yet 
in no city are the police so tolerant of 
the “reds” as there. While the authori- 
ties of New York, Chicago, Boston, St. 
Louis, Cleveland and Detroit are round- 
ing up all Known anarchists, making 
them give accounts of themselves and 
placing them under surveillance, the po- 
lice of Paterson are allowing several 
thousand persons in their city to wave 
the red flag unmolested and_ unchal- 
lenged. 

“T acted alone,” says the assassin. 
‘There was no plot; I have no accom- 
plice.” But then all anarchist murderers, 
under cross-examination, swear to acting 
ajJone. A score of the “staff officers’’ in 
Paterson have said to me: “We act in- 
dividually.”” Past killings of rulers show 
that the killers really do act individually

been drawn. Then it is that the one who 
@rew the fatal lot disappears to act 
nenceforth individually. 

Paterson the Center of “‘Red” Pow- 
der. 

Every group or branch of organized an- 
archy in this country is directed by those 
eccupying the seats of the mighty in 
Paterson. The assassin declares himself 


"a member of the Chicago group, which 


is a part of the “Right to Exist Society 
of America,” having its headquarters in 
Paterson. The assassin further admits 
that he was inspired by the writings of 
that high priestess of anarchy, Hmma 
Goldman. The Goldman woman is a fre- 
quent visitor in Paterson, and the “writ- 
ings” which inspired the assassin were 
contributions over her name, which ap- 
peared in the principal organ of anarchy 
in this country, La Quéstione Sociale, 
published in Patergon. 

Paterson, indeed, is to the anarchists of 
this country what New Orleans is to the 
Society of the Mafia, what Havana is to 
the Naningoes, what Paris is to the Com- 
prachicos. The “Silk” city of New Jer- 
sey is the capital of all the “reds’’ in the 
United States. It'is the seat of a kind 
of university for the training of regicides. 
Here Bresci, killer of Humbert, was train- 
ed. When the assassin’s. knife sank into

of today’s monarchs is indeed in no small 
degree due to the activity of the Paterson 
group of the “‘Right to Existence Society 
of America.’’ 

But because of all this, think not that 
when you step from the train at Pater- 
son you are immediately confronted by 
men waving red flags and holding knives 
between their teeth. For this town is like 
an apple, and anarchism is its core. Ex- 
pect to stand on the curb and see an- 
archists go by and you will be disappoint- 
ed. You wish to meet the ‘reds?’ You 
must hunt for them. Procure a guide and 
proceed as for bear in the forest. In the 
back rooms of saloons, in Market street 
tenements, here you will find more than 
one lair, 

King of the Anarchists. 

At No. 835 Market street, on the top 
floor, back, you will run down the king 
creature, the leader of.the 3,500 Italians 
comprising the society called Dritto All’ 
Esistensa (Right to Existence). This chief 
of Italians is a Spaniard named Pedro 
Esteve. In his rooms on the top floor, 
back, is published La Questione Sociale. 
Editing this weekly paper is Esteve’s os- 
tensible occupation. His real life work is 
sharpening the knives of regicides and 
fattening the purses of royal undertakers. 
Here are some of the tools of his trade: 
“Killing a king makes people think. We 
want to exterminate evils by force. We 
never consider consequences. We are op- 
posed to government, which means politi- 
cal tyranny. We do not believe in re- 
ligion, laws or individual ownership of 
property.’’ Esteve exhibits these tools in 
the columns of La Questione Sociale and 
gives lessons in their use. 

The brightest among the ~ Paterson 
“reds” are sent to other places—Chicago, 
New York, St. Louis, Cleveland, Detroit, 
Denver, wherever there are Right to Ex- 
istence groups, even to small places like 
Barre, Vt., where the anarchists number 
two hundred, there to preach the doc- 
trines formulated in Paterson. These dis- 
ciples of Esteve may be called profes- 
sors of anarchism. They are traveling li- 
braries of universal knowledge as ap- 
plied to the “removal” of excellencies, im- 
perial majesties and royal highnesses. By 
scattering their theories thus, the anarch- 
ists’ ream of uniting the peoples of the 
earth in one vast crimson brotherhood, 
with Paterson as their home office. 

The day the news was received of the 
dttempt upon the life of Maria Pia, of 
Portugal, I found Pedro Esteve in his of- 
fice on the top floor back, type cases to 
the right of him, portraits of Herr Most 
to the left of him, anarchist typesetters 
and printers before and behind him. In- 
dignation gave a parboiled expression to 
all of his face not covered by his black 
beard, fanaticism clouded his very evi- 
dent intelligence. ;

You say that 
at the time Bresci sailed to remove the 
king of Italy, thirty-nine others sailed 
with him, all with orders to do or die.

§ the newspapers that make all the trou- 
ble, We did not draw lots to kill Hum- 
bert. We work each man for himself,

But another king has 
killed Bresci—a life for a life—it is what 
we expect. We strike, but do we ever 
run away? Yes, it is true that anarchy is 
firmly established in Paterson: but the 
police do not interfere with us. Why 
Should they? Is it a crime to say one is 
an anarchist?” and Esteve threw out 
his chest, as one who would say: “I am 
an enemy of everything and everybody, 
and I am proud of it.” 

Some of Their ‘“‘Bluff’’Meetings. 

In the editorial office in which Esteve 


hie the t the table with his knuckles. “It 


of a great wrong cause, the ringleaders 
of the ‘‘Reds’”’ hold their secret meetings. 
No parliamentary red tape governs their 
sessions.. They have no organization, no 
rules, no dues, no officers. Simply, on 
Saturday nights, they drift into Esteve’s 
lair, discuss articles in the current issue 
of La Questione Sociale, and suggest 
ways and means of helping the ‘‘cause.”’ 
At the same time the rank and file of 
anarchism are in session in the dingy 
back rooms of various saloons, where 
drunkenness is almost unknown, buat 
where men frequently succumb to the in- 
toxication of scarlet ideas. 

Whenever the newspapers print flaring 
headlines by which special attention is 
directed upon Paterson, then the ‘‘Reds” 
call a mass meeting. The town is flooded 
with posters announcing that an open 
meeting of Italians—the word anarchist 
is not used—will be held in Bartholdi hall. 
The public, the police and the press are 
invited. Esteve addresses the meeting on 
some such subject as “Prosperity in 
Italy,’’ making no allusion to anarthism. 
The object of all this is to convince whom 
it may concern that the meetings of Ital- 
ians are quite as harmless as other polit- 
ical meetings. The “‘bluff”’ is so apparent 
that even the secret service men havé 
long ceased to attend these “‘mass meet- 
ings.” It was one of these meetings, a 
trifle boider than usual, that the chief or 
police permitted the anarchists of Pater- 
son to hold on the night the president 
was shot. 

Give the Police but Little Trouble. 

“They are quiet, peaceable home- 
bodies,”” says the chief of police. “Of all 
the classes in Paterson they give us the 
least trouble.”” This is true, so far as 
the local police are concerned. It is not 
to be expected that the anarchists will 
remove the mayor and other officials of 
Paterson, just to keep in practice for 
those that wear a crown. 

So while the local police give no more 
thought to the ‘‘Reds’’ than they would 
to a colony of Quakers, the police depart- 
ments of nations have surrounded the 
group with detectives, whose system of 
espionage is as complete as that exercised 
over any band of nihilistsin Russia. Ev- 
ery country has at least two secret ser- 
vice agents in Paterson; Austria has 
four, the United States half a dozen, and

SPANISH SHY ON STRATEGY 
IN SEEKING DAY ESCAPE 


Washington, September 28.—(Special.j— 
Rear Admiral James E. Jouett, retired, 
is one of the few surviving naval heroes 
of the civil war. His courage, ability, 
patriotism and heroism in active service 
are blazoned upon the records of the 
navy department. Admiral Jouett today 
said: 

“Since the issuance of the department 
order on the subject I have not said a 
word about the subject of the court 
of inquiry, and of course I shall not 
do so now. I have, however, on several 
occasions given expression of my opin- 
ions concerning the battle of Santiago. 
In the first place, while I have high re- 
gard for the Spanish admiral, Cervera, 
as a man of great courage and ability, I 
have severely criticised him for bringing 
his fleet out of the harbor in broad 
daylight. I am the oldest living officer 
who was concerned in the blockade of 
the southern ports during the civil war. 
I was constantly on duty as a blockading 
officer for four years. 

“During my entire experience’ in that 
work, I never slept during a single night. 
What sleeping I. did was in the da--time. 
The time for a blockade runner to go 
into a harbor or come out of a harbor 
is at night; and if possible on a dark 
and stormy night. Consequently, the 
men in charge of a blockade should be 
particularly diligent during the night- 
time, and it is beyond all of the reason- 
able possibilities that any officer com- 
manding a blockade runner, or flee? en- 
deavoring to run a blockade, should un- 
dertake a work of that kind In the day 
time. Therefore, I think that Admiral 
Cervera was entirely wrong in endeavor- 
ing to escape with his small fleet from a 
superior fleet in daylight. 

“Of course, it is known that General 
Blanco ordered Cervera to go out of 
the harbor, but if I had been in com- 
mand of that fleet I would have told 
the commanding general that he had no 
jurisdiction over me whatever, and that 
I would leave that harbor at mv own 
convenience and in accordance with my 
own judgment. I think that if I had 
been in command of Cervera’s fleet I 
could have escaped from that harbor. I 
would have taken those two fleet torpedo 
boat destroyers and sent them out on 
a very dark night, one going east and one 
going west, and I would have had their 
lights so distinct that the blockading 
fleet could have seen them. I would have 
had my cruisers absolutely dark so that 
no Hight would have shown ‘from them. 
Of course, the torpedo boats going east 
and west would have divided the block- 
ading fleet under the command of Admi- 
ral Sampson; and if I had been in com- 
mand of Cervera’s fleet, I would have 
sailed out between the two parts of the 
divided American fleet and would have 
escaped—certainly with the Colon. I be- 
lieve, however, that I could have escaped 
with the entire fleet. But Cervera prob-

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ably did not have the discretion which 
should have been allowed him, and 
obeyed the orders which came to him 
from General Blanco. But, as I said be- 
fore, if I had been in his place I would 
not have accepted any orders from Ger 
eral Blanco, but would have gone out 
at a time suitable according to my own 
judgment. 

“While I do not take part in ecriti- 
cisms of the navy department, I do not 
hesitate to say that William E. Chan- 
dler was perfectly correct when, at the 
conclusion of his term as secretary of 
the navy, he said, substantially: ‘I sup- 
pose that if I had ten years more to 
serve as secretary of the navy, by the 
end of that time I might be able to as- 
certain who it is that is running the 
department and concerning the orders 
which receive my signatures.’ As a 
matter of fact, the navy department is 
run by the bureau officers and the civilian 
secretaries of the navy do not serve long 
enough at a time to understand their en- 
vironments. 

“Of course all of the bureau officers 
are endeavoring to advante their own 
individual branches of the service, and 
they are naturally doing so with selfish 
purposes revardless of the welfare of the 
entire navy. Therefore, I am in thorough 
accord with the late Admiral Porter, who 
made a vigorous effort to secure the se- 
lection and appointment of a permanent 
board of admiraltv composed of just 
such men as those who were selected 
for the high court of inquiry which has 
recently been ordered. 

“Tf the secretary of the navv had an 
advisory board of men like Admiral 
Dewey and others of his age and expe- 
rience who have been retfred, he would 
receive the advice of men of many years 
of experience, of perfect integrity, of 
good judgment, of great ability, and, 
above all, of perfect unselfishness. All 
of the mature officers of the navy are 
intensely ambitious to have the navy 
itself built up and developed into an 
impregnable fortress and bulwark for 
this nation. They do not care for any 
one of the bureaus nor for the welfare 
and personal advancement of any one 
of the chiefs of thoge bureaus. There- 
fore it is that I am in perfect harmony 
with the late Admiral Porter in my ad- 
vocacy of the appointment of a board 
of admiralty for our navy department. 

**‘As long as present conditions are per- 
mitted to continue the navy as a whole 
cannot be advanced as it ought to be 
along systematic lines. So long as the 
navy Officers who are designated to duty 
as chiefs of bureaus are permitted to 
push along their own bureaus, the navy 
department will be incomplete—lop-sided— 
and it cannot possibly develop as it 
should develop. There are plenty of good 
men on the retired list, of all ranks, who 


might be selected to serve, and _ the 
arte. soe it comes to this the better it will 


be for the navy.”

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CAMPAIGN IN. 
KENTUCKY IS ON 


Joint Debate of Candidates 
for United States Senate 
Is Interesting. 


WILL GET VERY WARM 


BEFORE CAMPAIGN ENDS | 


Lively Spat Between Wheeler and 
MWcCreary — State Republicans 
Will,Probably Have a New 
Leadership Since Presi- 
dent’s Death. 


. 


Lexington, -Ky., September 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The campaign for the democratic 
nomination for United States senator is 
now on in real earnest. Its inauguration 
was formally introduced in two ways. 
First, by the beginning of a series of 
joint debates by the four candidates for 
the nomination at Maysville, before an 
audience of fully 5,000 people; second, by 
the announcement that the state cam- 
paign headquarters are now opened at 
Louisville and that Chairman C. C. Mc- 
Chord, of the campaign committee, and 
Secretary Percy Haley, would be con- 
tinuously at their posts until the ballots 
in the various legislative races had been 
counted and the results in the various 
counties become definitely known. 

The joint debate of the senatorial quar- 
tet is a unique feature in modern Ken- 
tucky politics and an exactly similar 
campaign, where as many as four candi- 
Gates for the senatorial nomination 
stumped the state from the same plat- 
form, is probably not known in the his- 
tory of Kentucky politics. Seven points 
have been named and as many dates 
arranged for the four speakers and as it 
is there announced intention to go only 
where the races for the legislature are 
doubtful, the publication of the  pro- 
‘gramme will give an indication of the 
danger point as viewed by the candidates. 
The remaining six debates will take 
place as follows: 

Covington, night of September 30; Lex- 
ington, October 5; Shelbyville, October 14; 
Elizabethtown, October 21; Mt. Sterling, 
October 28; Paducah, night of Novem- 
ber 4. , 

The initial debate indicated one thing 
very clearly, that ex-Governor James B, 
M is the strongest candidate and 
that Charles K. Wheeler, congressman 
from the third district, was the next in

probe into McCreary’s record, especially 
attacking his want of fidelity to the sil- 
ver issue. McCreary winced and struck 
back and the fight from this point prom- 
ises to be a pretty one. Congressman 
Wheeler, however, gave warning that he 
intended to widen the field of his icono- 
clastic operations and that the other can- 
didates need not think that by standing 
at the ropes and watching the fight, they 
would avoid their share of the punish- 
ment. Incidentally in his attack on Mc- 
Creary, Mr. Wheeler made some startling 
statements with reference to the assas- 
sination of President McKinley, and ex- 
pressed his estimation of the man ina 
manner which caused a. decided sensa- 
tion. After expressing his regrets at the 
‘deep damnation of his taking off,’ Mr. 
Wheeler said he could not refrain from 
expressing his condemnation of McKin- 
ley’s every act as president, declaring 
that President McKinley was the most 
dangerous man that ever sat in the ex- 
ecutive chair. Where was the democrat 
in Kentucky that would give aid to this 
man Czolgosz, and yet where is the Ken- 
tucky republican that has not given aid 
and protection to the assassination of 
William Goebel? How would President 
Roosevelt feel if Governor Beckham 
should offer, to give protection to Czol- 
gosz, as Roosevelt offered to give to Tay- 
lor, the fugitive? Now, he said, Roose- 
velt is reaping the reward of his infamy. 
Mr. Wheeler then attacked the silver 
record of Governor McCreary and closed 
with the parting shot at McCreary that 
he lacked the iron in his backbone to vote 
as he should. 

Governor McCreary came back with the 
tart rejoinder that if his opponent had 
told the truth from the beginning to the 
end of his speech, he had failed to hear 
it. He then proceeded to answer Mr. 
Wheeler and gave him, as a parting stab, 
& quotation from one of Mr. Wheeler's 
own speeches that he had stated that 
the silver question _was no longer im- 
portant. Judge Cantrill, like Mr. Smith 
refrained from referring to the little spat 
between Wheeler and McCreary, and 
while the latter confined himself to the 
discussion of general issues, Judge Can- 
trill turned aside and gave the republican 
party several sharp digs which aroused 
enthusiasm among his hearers. Te re- 
ferred to the organization of that party 
in Kentucky as being composed chiefly of 
mountain moonshiners, star route con- 
tractors, negroes and a few renegade 
democrats. “There are some decent re- 
publicans,” said Judge Cantrill, “but they 
are few and far between.” ; 

The debates are arousing great interest 
and before the close the speakers are ex- 
pected to warm up to the fever heat and 
decidedly interesting results are antici- 
pated. : 

New Leadership Possible. 

The effect of President McKinley’s 
death on republican politics and _ politi- 
clans in Kentucky will be striking. it 
means, among other things, a new leader- 
ship with a possible deposal of office- 
holders in several of the districts of the 
state. If political gossip goes for any- 
thing, the new republican state boss will 
be Leslie Combs, the present pension 
agent of the state. 

With Combs at the helm in Kentucky, 
the removal of Collector Charles E. Sapp, 
of Louisville, is considered certain and 
the factional war in republican ranks 
which has lost them the chance of elect-

| peat his hated rival, 


ing a republican legislature this fall, will 
be settled for good an all. When Sapp 
developed as a boss and a dictator of 
party affairs and entire local tickets in 
his district, the other bosses began to 
fear him and “the attack began. The 
fight was made before President McKin- 
ley that Sapp’s course was driving voters 
from the party and would probably lose 
the state to the democrats. Combs was 
one of those who visited President Mc- 
Kinley at Canton and urged the removal 
of Boss Sapp. 

There is another foregone conclusion 
Sn regard to the revenue collectorship at 
Louisville. It ts that the successor to 
Sapp will be ex-State Audiitor Sam H. 
Stone, the wealthy tobacco ware house- 
man of Louisville. Mr. Stone has been 
the Combs candidate for the place ever 
since the fight was first made on Boss 
Sapp. They have been closely thrown 
together in business,’ Mr. Combs being 
a large tobacco grower, and their friend- 
ship is very close. Auditor Stone came 
to Lexington a few days ago and spent 
his time here in consultation with Mr. 
Combs. He stated that the business which 
brought him was of an entirely private 
nature and that he had not discussed 
the Louisville situation, it beipg no time 
for such matters. He did say that he 
was still out for tH office and that he 
considered eg chances ketter than those 
of any othef one man. 

Very little is being said about the race 
for the republican nomination for the 
United States, senate just at the presen® 
time, but several of the men talked of for 
candidates are doing some gumshoe cam- 
paigning over the state and there are 
dark horses in the background of which 
nothing will be heard until the political 
complexion of the next legislature is de- 
termined by the November election. Then 
if the republican figure to have a chance 
these dark ones will be uncovered. Sen- 
ator W. J. Deboe, the present incumbent, 
still claims to have the republican nom- 
tnation in his pocket, but the wise politi- 
cians in the party ranks are talking of 
William O. Bradley, ex-governor of the 
state, as a likely candidate and one who 
can at will develop a great deal of 
strength. It is a remarkable fact that 
to Bradley Deboe owes his present ele- 
vation to the senate. Bradley gave his 
strength to Deboe, but it was only to 
Dr. Godfrey Hun- 
ter. Either Bradley or Hunter could have 
been elected if the other had been willing 
to withdraw. Neither would do so and 
in the end Bradley gave his strength to 
Deboe, a practically unknown, and De- 
boe’s election followed. 

As an echo from the flerce and terrible 
Goebel-Taylor campaign and the s}ruggle 
for the state offices, comes the suit wag 
being argued in the court: of appeals, 
the highest court in the state. When 
the contest was made for the state of- 
fices and the lower courts decided against 
the republicans, Clifton J. Pratt, of Hop- 
kins county, the republican claimant to 
the office of attorney general, did not 
appeal his case with the other republican 
minor officials. Instead. he allowed the 
democratic claimant, Robert Breckin- 
ridge, to take possession of the office. 
The appeals of the other minor officials 
were decided against them, the court 
of appeals dividing four to three, on par- 
ty lines. Since then a republican justice 
was elected to the bench, making the 
majority against the democrats, and be- 
fore this new court Mr. Pratt took his 
appeal. This case is now being a 
and the result will be awaited with the 
greatest interest.

ACCEPTS DINWIDDIE’S PLANS. 


In Competition for New Congrega- 
tional Church Award Goes to 
Architect Dinwiddie. 

In the competitive designs for the new 
Congregational church soon to be built 
on the present site, corner Ellis and 
Church streets, the award was made in 
favor of the sketch submitted by T. H. 

Dinwiddie, the architect. 

After a recommendation of the building 
committee, which chose the Dinwiddie 
design in preference to others submitted. 
the entire congregation voted on the mat- 
ter and ratified the selection. 

The church’ will cost about $50,000 and 
will be one of the handsomest edifices itn 
the city. Its seating capacity, when the 
main auditorium and its adjoining Sun- 
day school department and _ reception 
rooms are opened together, will exceed 
that of any other church in the city ex- 
cept the Tabernacle. 

The interior plans are complete in every 
detail, providing conveniences for the va- 
rious occasions when the building may be 
used for convention purposes or for the 
entertainments, large or small, incidental 
to congregational work. 

There will be a large gallery which 
will increase greatly the seating capacity 
of the auditorium. The two large ante- 
rooms at either side of the main body of 
the church can be utilized to increase the 
seating capacity of the building on spe- 
1 cial occasions when it may be desirable, 
these rooms being so arranged as to com- 
mand seeing and hearing range of the 
pulpit. Choir rooms, offices, the rector’s 
study and a well-equipped kitchen for 
use in church entertainments are pro- 
vided in the plans. 

The picture published in. yesterday’s 
Constitution of Mr. Dinwiddie’s sketch, 
though an excellent newspaper cut, con- 
veyed but an inadequate idea of the real 
beauty of the building, which will be an 
ornament to the city and one of the hand- 
somest of its church edifices.

A Lesson fn the Death of Our 
ee - President. 


WE CAN ALL WEEP FOR HIM 


‘And Every Thoughtful Man Should 
See From Whence An- 
archy Comes. 


“We can all weep together over the end- 

Ing of the president, but never could we 
all be brought to agree upon the cause 
for such an assassin. 
' Some will say that the murderer was 
crazy, some that it is the outcome of for- 
eign immigration—some one thing and 
gome another—but we say, me and Brown, 
that it is the natural product of the 
‘isms.’’ We stand upon this, and would 
call attention that for years we have 
warned that there was nowhere to stop 
this side of chaos and confusion on the 
line of the later day “‘ismist.”’ 

The home, the church and God are the 
essentials. The “isms’’ were not long in 
making the church a place of discord; 
they are now so well fortified in the home 
life that the old daddy and mammy are 
pg joke, while their advance guard is 
ready to proclaitn there is no God and 
that murder is right. 

Of course it has taken time to arrive at 
our present stage, but the only differ- 
ence between any of the ‘‘isms’’ is in de- | 
gree. The preacher that carried the first 
sensation into the pulpit started the trend 
that leads to anarchy. The ‘‘helpers” of 
the preachers that first fourid the way t? 
insinuate their poison about the hearth- 
stones of the homes was well upon the 
way to anarchy. . The multiplication of 
adjuncts to the church was the trend 
‘which has made it possible for men to 
proclaim there is no God. The bad preach- 
ers of this land—not the good ones, and 
mind you, we believe there are many 
good ones—have produced anarchy and 
anarchy means chaos and confusion. 

As a result of the president's death I 
have the hope that we have seen the 
worst of these ‘“‘isms’’ and “adjuncts,” 
and that pretty soon the good preachers 
and the good churches will take the place 
again that they used to hold. I might 
add to these the good old school teachers 
and the schools as they used to be. Peo- 
ple everywhere have been loathe to be- 
lieve that sensation was religion or that 
the churches should be turned into places 
much akin to the circygs. And it has 
been a struggle amid all the ‘“progres- 
sive’’ pressure to acknowledge that the 
young miss in short dresses could do as 
well at school teaching as the rough old

Shortly there will be a 
Tew. brave enough to whisper that girls 
can only out-compete, not out-teach the 
old-time teachers, just as the sensation- 
alist can “outdraw,’’ not out do, the old- 
‘time preacher on lines for good. 

This trend of thought naturally car- 
ries me back to the manners of the olden- 
times and the sentiments and ways pt 
those days fall like a halo of sweet mem- 
ories to soften the sorrow that wells for 
McKinley. We loved our rulers then. 
There never was a time, perhaps, when 
diseased brains did not brood murder, 
but there was no séct or concert of ac- 
tion under the fire of a fanatic craze like 
anarchy. In those days we _ thought 
mighty little about the difference in the 
poor and the rich. I am sure that there 
‘were no “ismist’’ stalking the land pat- 
‘ting the children on their heads in pity, 
forming the belief that homes were not 
what they ought to be; that fathers were 
dissipated; that some were low and some 
‘were high. Bless you, an old-time Geor- 
‘gia boy thought himself and his folks as 
good as anybody, and they were. The 

‘ |poor young man associated with and 
married the rich girl, and vice versa. 
There were precious few “adjuncts” in 
those days—the church was sufficient. 
How happy it is for old men like me and 
Brown to remember how people helped 
one another in those days. Calamfties 
come upon families then just as they 
come now, but neighbors turned out with 
one accord and cheerfully to lift any 
‘man who was a victim to sickness or mis- 
fortune. It only had to be announced at 
church that so and so was sick and his 
crop was needing work—neighbors turned 
out, rich and poor, and worked, even 
taking their dinners and feed for stock, 
that the sick family should have no 
trouble. It would take several “adjuncts” 
to get up such a working in this day and 
time, and then, from the start, some hypo- 
crit would sound his own horn to such 
an extent that all question of church 
brotherhood or neighborly love would be 
smothered and a bad man would be made 
\large. No matter how poor a man was 
in the olden times he felt no difference in 
‘receiving these neighborly and loving 
acts—it was not charity as charity is 
known today. There might have been a 
time when the ‘‘charities,” or ‘ad- 
juncts,’’ or whatever you may call them, 
were ignorant of the effect of their 
methods, but the killing of Mr. McKin- 
ley is sufficient to show where the new 
departures will carry us. We must get 
back to old-time ways, that another gen- 
eration shall not fall in the trap that has 
us and that makes murder a duty and 
God a myth. If we do this, then McKin- 
ley has not died in vain, and his dying 
was greater than all things else in his life 
besides. 

In furtherance of getting back to the 
good old ways I cannot resist giving the 
‘benefits of my best thought upon the 
subject. It will take time to get back to 
where we used to be. A new set must be 
raised who have not the taint of the 
“ismist.’’ We must go back to the old 
daddy, the old mammy and the old- time 
religion. These must be made large and 
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Sand said: 


‘the slick hypocrite must be downed. It 
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discontent. The poor man can keep gamb- 
lers and drunkards and rowdies away 
from his home and from among his chil- 
dren. The preacher and his ‘‘helps’’ are 
the Yolks that sow all the devilment—they 
make anarchists, and anarchists commit 
murder. But they are the one sort of 
folks that the poor man is helpless before. 
They do what they do under such a plea 
that there is no way of defense against 
them save to grow reckless, turn an- 
archist yourself and wish the whole thing 
to the devil. One more suggestion and 
then I am through, but the last is not 
the least—

Says McKinley wis a Good and True 
Citizen. 


KNOWS ROOSEVELT’S UNCLE 


Arp Went to School With Him, and 
Thinks It Should Bring a 
Governme-—t Job. 


The public grief has assayed. The shock 
that made the nation tremble has passed 
away. Editors and preachers have had 
their say and the wheels of government 
roll on in their established way. Not for 
a day was there any interruption to com- 
merce or agriculture. Party and partisans 
softened down and paid regard to the time- 
honored maxim, ‘“‘De martimus nil nisi- 
bonum’’—say nothing but good of the 
dead.

He had to fall into line with the 
greed of commerce, and the consequence 
is there are thousands of widows and 
mothers silently mourning for husbands 
and sons killed in battle or died in Nos- 
pitals in a foreign land. There is no la- 
mentation over them. 

But as Governor Oates said, what are 
we going to do about it; nothing? Some 
preachers say it is the will of God and 
the way to spread the gospel. I don’t 
believe it; and I have not much regard 
for the preacher who does. It takes 
more faith than I have got to see the 
hand of God in any war for dominion or 
the acquisition of territory. For more 
than a hundred years Ireland has been 
held in vassalage against her will. So 
were the American colonies held until 
our fathers rebelled. Napoleon coveted 
the earth and our government coveted 
Cuba and found a casus belli in a pretence 
of feeding her starving: people, but never 
fed them. Then our commercial greed 
crossed the ocean to the Philippines and 
bought them for a song with ten millions 
of negroes thrown in. England coveted 
South Africa and has already spent mil- 
lions of money and rivers of blood in an 
effort to subdue a free people and get 
possession of their gold mine! I don’t 
believe that any of this is God's will. 
Greece and Rome and Carthage and Na- 
poleon all came to grief. Offenses must 
needs come, but woe unto those by whom 
they come. I don’t jmlieve that any war 
of aggression has the fnvor of God, but 
sooner or later the aggressor will reap 
what he has sown. John Brown was 
backed by Henry Ward Beecher and other 
preachers who thought they saw the will 
of God in an. uprising of the slaves 
against their masters, no matter if it re- 
sulted in murder and arson and other 
outrages too horrible to mention. He 
was as much an anarchist as Czolgosz, 
and his infamous scheme a _ thousand 
times more horrible; but last year they 
removed his bones to Connecticut and 
reinterred them with honors and a monu- 
ment. No, I am still the same old rebel 
—unreconstructed, unrepentant, and I am 
incredulous of any real or lasting har- 
money between the north and he south as 
long as the pension grab goes on and gets 
bigger ever year and we have to pay 
a third of it for being conquered. If 
peace and love and harmony prevails, why 
bleed us forever? Why take our hard 
earnings to support the children and 
grandchildren of union soldiers, one-third 
of whom were Hessians and hirelings who 
were fighting for $10 a month and ra- 
tions, with no thought of patriotism? 
From that imported class, no doubt, 
sprang these anarchists that breed dis- 
cord and discontent among our people. 
Czolgosz was no foreigner. He was born 
in Detroit, went to school there, learned 
his trade there, and his elder brother 
was a soldier in the union army and he 
is just as much an American citizen as 
54 per cent of the population of New York 
city—native-born but of foreign parents. 
The seed of anarchy was sown long ago, 
and it is too late to drive it out by any 
legislation. The assassins of our presi- 
dents were all native-born American citi- 
zens. Indeed, it is not surprising that 
among 75,000,000 of people there are to be 
found few men of such abnormal mind 
as to glory in killing a president. As 
Roosevelt said, a president must take 
his chances. ‘‘Uneasy lies the head that 
wears a crown.” Why that wretch 
should wish to kill such a kind-hearted 
and unselfish man as Mr. McKinley pass- 
eth comprehension. If he was jealous 
of power or great wealth, why didn’t he 
pursue Morgan or Rockefeller or Carne- 
gie? Oh, the pity of it! An unselfish, 
great-hearted Christian gentleman. No 
wonder the women are helping to build 
the Atlanta monument, for Mr. McKinley 
was a model husband, true to his mar- 
riage vows and ever thoughtful of his 
loving wife. Even in apprehension of 
his fate he carried $100,000 of life in- 
surance, and it was all for her—yes, all 
for her whom he loved better than fame 
or wealth or power. 

And now comes President Roosevelt, 
the first president from Georgia stock. I 
like the start he has made, and I believe 
he will be as much the president as was 
Andrew Jackson. If we had a United 
States bank he would close it and re- 
move the deposits. Yes, I know the stock 
from away back. When I was a school- 
boy I visited Roswell, where the Kings 
and Dunwoodys and Bullochs and Pratts 
and Hands all lived in elegant seclusion. 
Dan Elliott was one of my companions—a 
a mischievous, black-eyed youth of 16; I 
went to school with him. He was half- 
brother to our president’s mother. Yes, 
I know the stock and maybe I can get 
some little office with good pay and little 
work—something like a sinecure or a sine 
qua non—something that would suit my 
declining years and let me down easy. I 
think I would like that, and the presi- 
dent ought to give it to me because I 
went to school with his half-uncle Dan 
or his uncle half Dan. That’s. reason 
enough. 

But my time is up, for my wife says she 
is going to take an evening nap and I 
must look after the two little granddaugh-

ters, Jessie’s children. There is a brand 
new little boy there now, and the little 
girls are staying with us till their little 
brother gets acquainted. Before long I 
will have to brush up my old baby songs 
again and sing that boy to sleep. They 
keep on working me as long as I last. 
When I die I reckon the women will 
build a monument to me and say on it: 
‘“‘He was a faithful husband and fath- 
er. He nursed the children and grand- 
children as long as he lasted.’’

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To any one who visits ‘the School of 
Technology today there seems to be a 
rehabilitation of the institution gver its 
dimensions of a few years ago. In 1895 
the institution was occupying a position 
before the public which was not at all 
flattering. The student body had de- 
creased to such an extent that the trus- 
tees were rather diffident in making their 
request to the legislature for the usual 
appropriation. There were only two 
buildings on the campus, and a small 
brick structure containing three black- 
smith forges. The grounds were in the 
condition which nature had left them— 
seamed with washouts and overgrown 
with weeds. No attempt had been made 
to dignify the institution with an inclos- 
ing fence. Only one degree was offered 
by the institution, that of bachelor of 
science in‘ mechanical engineering. About 
twelve professors, instructors and assist- 
ants constituted the instructing force. 

Today the institution has scores ef 
friends, supporters ami chambions in 
every section of the state and in all parts 
of the south. It ts attracting attention in 
all the larger technical schools of the 
north. The schoo! has increased in num- 
bers and efficiency until the trustees feel 
warranted in asking the state for addi- 
tional appropriations, and have been for- 
tunate enough to secure them. There 


are at present six handsome brick struc- 
tures on the campus, and a building 
specially designed for the smith shop, 
which has no superior or equal in any 
technical school in the country. The 
campus has been entirely changed into 
terraced plateaus, which give a most pic- 
turesque effect and an athletic fleld with 
a six-lap racing track, a  150-yards’ 
straight-away course and other facilities 
for athletics. 

To the degree of bachelor of science in 
mechanical engineering four additional 
degrees have been added, namely: Bachel- 
or of science in electrical, civil and tex- 
tile engineering and engineering chemis- 
try. For the management of these de- 
partments thirty-four professors and in- 
structors are required. 

In the department of textiles the*state 
appropriated $10,000 for its establishment. 
The president and friends of the school 
secured $40,000 in cash and machinery to 
meet this appropriation. The new build- 
ings, tke Swann dormitories and the 
electrical building cost $45,000. Of this 
the state has paid $10,000 only; friends 
of the school donated the other $35,000. It 
is seen, then, that for an investment of 
$20,000 Georgia has secured $75,000 addl- 
tional. Last year when the legislature 
was in session and the bill for $16,000 was 
before the house, $10,000 for buildings and 
$6,000 for textile equipment, President Hall 
went before the committee and stated 


that it would be satisfactory to the school

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authorities if the legislature made this 
appropriation conditioned on $25,000 in 
cash being raised on the outside. With 
such an inducement as that the members 
of the legislature voted for the appropria- 
tion almost as a unit. 

The fall session opened Wednesday, and 
the authorities are expecting an unusual- 
ly prosperous year. In speaking of the 
school, President Hall stated that while 
the institution has been most fortunate, 
it must be remembered that the splendid 
buildings which are now being completed 
have been bullt at the expense of the do- 
nations which were received last winter. 
The actual necessities of the irstitution 
require, in fact, more money than is at 
present avallable, but the trustees are 
determined never to exceed the appro- 
priations made by the state, and all of 
the departments will experience the ne- 
cessity of waiting for some other good 
ship to come in before they can be equip- 
ped as thoroughly as. they deserve. 

The new electrical building is intended 
to accommodate the electrical equipment, 
the drawing rooms and the experimental 
laboratory. The equipment for the ex- 
perimental laboratory is small, indeed, 
as yet, when compared with other insti- 
tutions at the north, and it is the hope 
of the authorities of the school that in 
the near future some friend of the in- 
stitution will come to their assistgnce an’ 
place the testing laboratores on an equal 
footing ‘with those at Cornell, at Ste- 
vens institute and at Worcester. 
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M KINLEY MEMORIAL SERVICES 
IN HAVANA MOST INTERESTING 


Havana, September 24.—(Special Corre- 
sponderfce.)—The immense Tacon theater 
could not hold the crowds which gathered 
to do honor to the memory of the dead 
president. The building was packed to 
the entrances, and on the outside thou- 
sands stood, unable to enter and re- 
maining to watch the parade of the Sev- 
enth cavalry and the artillery of the 
coast defenses. 

Invitations had been issued to many, 
for whom reserved seats were provided, 
but the invitation was general to the 
people of Havana to join in the services. 
The special invitations were. tastefully 
gotten up, engraved on thick paper with 
a broad black margin, the envelopes to 
match. These were from the military 
governor, who was represented by his ad- 
jutant general, Colonel H. L. Scott. 

At 2 o'clock the cavalry and artillery 
formed at Camp Columbia, Colonel Bald- 
win in command, who preceded the regi- 
iment, attended by his staff and Major 
Roberts, in command of the coast de- 
fenses, with various artillery officers. 
The regiment made a fine show, and it 
was easy to believe that this was the 
crack cavalry regiment of the United 
States army, as fine a body of men as 
could be collected on the globe. Twelve 
hundred men in line, well mounted, was 
a sight worth looking at. The artillery, 
while only a battery, showed up well. 
Following the mounted men and artil- 
lery came a\ long line of carriages, dough- 
erties and otther vehicles, occupied by the 
ladies of the post. The Seventh cavalry 
band player # the funeral march on leav- 
ing the pos and again on entering the 
city. The 6+mile route was traversed in 
about an hour, the troops moving on 
down to the Punta, where they formed 
again and magched down the Prado, both 
the cavalry and artillery bands furnishing 
the music. 

Outside the theater was an immense 
throng of people, but the police man- 
aged to keep order and the line open to 
the main entranice, though-at one time 
there seemed danger of a jamb. Besides 
almost every American in the city, Col- 
onel Scott and the staff of General Wood, 
heads of departments, clerks and officials, 
the mayor and ayuntamiento of Havana, 
members of the cabinet, etc., there were 
upward of 8,000 people present. 

Much care and , taste 
played in the: decorations of the theater, 
the work of Major Baker, chief quarter- 
master, and ‘his: assistent;.Jdeutenant 
Humphreys. From thé street through 
the passageway of the ‘Tacon' the peuple 
passed under a canopy of crepe and 
palms to the doorway. The’ interior was 
dressed in crepe’ in’a very beautiful de- 
sign. At the foot of. the; several rows of 
boxes a strip of crepe was draped en- 


orated flags were placed at each corner 
of the stage. 
stage, near where the footlights are, was 
a bank of roses donated by the city of 
Havana, while palms, laurel, cypress and 
other plants were arranged in the back- 
ground. In the center of the stage was 
a furled Unite@ States flag, supported 
upon two stacks of arms, back of.this a 
broken column with a wreath of flowers 
and palms at the top. 
Beautiful Singing Heard. 

The music was very choice. The munic- 
ipal band opened the service by playing 
the oratorio from Gallia. Then accom- 
panied by the théater orchestra a choir 
sang “Asleep in Jésus.” The English ad- 
dress was delivered by Rev. Mr. McGee, 
of the Episcopal Mission in Havana, who 
quoted the sorrowful cry. of David: at the 
death of Abner, ‘‘Know ye not that there 
is a prince and a ‘great man fallen this 
day in Israel.’’ The address was short 
and simple, full of tender feeling and 
sorrow. It is oh pheno that a southern 
man, a democrat, pronounced this eulogy 
upon thé illustrious Wead, adding toward 
the close: “It pleased God to have his 
name connected as is: that of no other 
single man, with the \work of real, not 
seeming pacification, wyhich was to pre- 
cede the entrance of the United States 
into a wider sphere f influence and 
work. It is a destiny that any man on 
earth might covet, and §t points to the 
larger. reward which we \may not doubt

The noted tenor singer, Senor Paoli, 
who is now filling an engagement here, 
sang the Ave Maria of Gounod and also 
of Luigi. An address in Spanish was 
delivered by Rev. Father Emilio, of Mon- 
serra church, who made a favorable im- 
pression upon both Americans and Cu- 
bans. The father stated on opening his 
remarks that the place, and the differ- 
ences of religion, made it a very difficult 
task for him to place a crown of praise 
upon the dead president of the great 
American nation. He returned thanks for 
the honor conferred upon him, and paid 
a glowing tribute to the memory of Wil- 
liam McKinley. He referred to the trag- 
ic civcumstances surrounding his death 
and wandered from his subject somewhat 
to deal a scathing blow at all secret so- 
cieties, which, he said, were apt to lead 
to some nefarious:end. He interpolated 
the following paragraph after speaking 
of anarchy and its horrors: 

“These men forget the most holy name 
of God. I transmit from here my warm- 
est congratulations to the members of 
the convention which raised its noble 
voice in the sessions of that lofty body 
that in the fundamental law of this peo- 
ple which constitutes it a nation should 
occupy the place to which it rightfully 
belongs, the most sacred name of God. 
And so it should be. It is a nation of 
Catholics. Whoever dares to doubt this 
fac. can convince himself of it by travers- 
ing the territory of this beautiful island 
from San Antonio to Maisi, and every- 
where will be found altdrs consecrated 
to God and to the Virgin of Charity. The 
warcry which resounded over this land 
was not raised against the cross; it was 
the outward sign of the determination of 
the sons of ‘this country to raise aloft 
the panner of a new nation.’’ 

The father referred in feeling terms 
to wie comfort derived from the dying 
words of the presidert, and concluded by 
saying: ‘“God above all. Whosoever fails 
to recognize this great truth incites to 
the destruction of all things. God alone 
rules.”’ 

The choir then sang, accompanied by 
the orchestra, ‘‘Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,’’ after which the benediction was 
pronounced by Rev. Rioseco, of the Pres- 
byterian mission, taps were sounded by 
the chief bugler of. the. Seventh cavalry 
and ‘‘The Star Spangled Banner,’’ played 
by the municipal. band, concluded the 
imposing, ceremonies. 

Genuine Feeling Displayed. 

' No-one could, fail to be impressed by 
the solemnity’ and beauty of the serv- 
ices. To this was added the strangeness 
of finding. ourselves amid -such foreign 
surroundings listening to the familiar. 
words and tones of.old: hymns. I doubt’ 
if ever the old Tacon theater witnessed 
such a ceremony in either real or mimic 
life within its walls. It was gratifying 
to see the, genuine feeling displayed by 
the Cubans for the lamented dead. Dur- 
ing the sounding of taps every soul’ in 
that vast hall stood, the men with un- 
covered head, and in the streets outside 
the same respect. was observed. 

The meeting of the two races upon 
common ' ground was very unusual, and 
the blending of Anglo-Saxon and Latin 
ideas and taste in the arrangements made 
of this Havana ceremony a notable one. 
No less apparent was the sympathy be- 
tween the two sections of the union rep- 
resented in Havana, the north and south. 
Commanding the military contingent was 
Colonel Theodore Baldwin, a native New 
Jerseyan, a soldier in the federal army 
during the civil war, and riding in the 
carriage in the rear was his wife, & 
southern woman, a Texan. Also, in an- 
other carriage, was Mrs. Rhea, Helen 
Lee, daughter of Fitzhugh Lee, quondam 
confederate soldier, nephew of the con- 
‘federate leader, Robert E. Lee, while in 
the ranks are found soldiers from North 
and South Carolina, Virginia, Kentucky 
ana Texas; likewise, among the lady 
members of the rost are Georgians, Ken- 
tuckians and Virginians, all glorying in 
the name of American, and with loyalty 
as evident in the one as in the other.

A whisper 
arose as to the prospect of Roosevelt 
calling General Wood.to the cabinet to 
take the portfolio of the secretary of 
war, and the Cubans are becoming much 
excited. Some of the papers are already 
publishing long articles, showing how 
impossible it is for the island to spare 
General Wood,. and bringing forward 
many reasons why it is the duty of the 
United States. not to remove him from 
their midst. To one not conversant with 
the true feeling of the people here, this 
would seem almost laughable, after read- 
ing so much as to the anxiety of the 
Cubans to see the troops removed and 
all the United States representatives 
withdrawn. ‘lhe press and the politicians 
have clamored for the United States to 
relieve them of the incubus of a military 
government, comparing it to the tyranny 
of Spain, etc., and now they fear they 
may be taken at their word. Likewise, 
it is a good sign to see how they comfort 
themselves with the expressed determi- 
nation of the new president to strictly 
follow out the purposes of the late pres- 
ident. . Evidently the Cubans’ do not 
think McKinley’s policy toward them a 
hardship, seeing they are very desirous 
that Roosevelt should observe it 


The Exercises in the Park. 


While memorial services were being 
held in the theater, equally as interesting 
ones were being observec outside in Cen- 
tral park for the troops, in which a great 
many civillans participated. Captain 
Sickels read the order from Washington 
enjoining memorial services for the army, 
immediately after which the Seventh cav- 
alry band played the funeral dirge. Father 
Broderick, ‘secretary of the bishop of Ha- 
vana, was the orator of the occasion, 
and he delivered a beautiful address. His 
opening words were very sweet and ten- 
der. He said: ‘Sad indeed, my dear sol- 
dier boys, is the duty that assembles 
us here today beneath the torrid rays of 
a tropical sun, in a foreign clime, for far 
beyond the blue waters of yonder gulf, 
in toat dear distant land of yours, your 
chieftain lies dead.’’ Father Broderick 
is a very gifted man, possessing that 
magnetism of the true orator, and his 
handsome and dignified presence adds 
much to his eloquence. The speaker said 
that he Knew Mr. McKinley .well and 
loved him deeply. 

He touched lovingly upon his life, its 
struggles, its successes, its cares, and 
spokebeautifully of the compassion and tIn- 
terest felt in this island by all classes and 
races caused By the dreadfulsevent. He 
very sensibly remarked that he would not 
be doing his.duty if he failed to say that 
the good we are to bring out of this terri- 
ble evil is the banishing forever from 
our shores this deadly anarchy. He said 
that poverty was not the cause of an- 
archy.. The source from which it springs 
is lack of’ religion and reverence and in- 
justice done in-the name of the law. Once 
born it is nurtured by sensational writ- 
ings attacking public: men.

That we haa 
often heard nator Harina traduced as 
a heartless-Wretch, whoge delight is to 
practice toward the workingmen the ut- 
most cruelty; that he had the: honor to 
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know Mr. Hanna personally, and he did 
not believe there ever lived a more tender- 
hearted and truer man. It sounded a lit- 
tle strange to hear from the lips of a 
Catholic priest, a Jesuit, referring to one 
whom his faith teaches to call heretic, 
words such as these: 

‘Great in life he was greater still in 
death. Who can recall unmoved that 
wonderful deathbed scene?—‘Not our will, 
but God's, ‘be done’ he said to his belov ed 
wife, and repeating that beautiful hymn, 
‘Nearer, My God, to Thee,’ he expended 
his last conscious breath.’ After the ad- 
dress, Mr. Moose, ——— of the post at 
Columbia barracks, offered up a prayer, 
taps were sounded, and the United States 
flag hoisted to the top of the mast, when 
the order was given and the line of march 
to quarters taken up. 

General Wood’s Feelings. 

Americans at home would feel very 
kindly toward Cubans if they could see

ters. The mayor of Havana on last Sat- 


urday issued: a proclamation closing all 
theaters and places of amusement until | 
after the funeral in Canton, and thou- 
sands of buildings, public and private, | 
have been draped in black.

Espegially no- 
ticeable is the auditor’s building on the 
Prado and Neptuno street. This is a very 
large building, with long balconies, and 
crepe hangs from every railing and win- 
dow, aiso around every column and over 
every doorway. The railroad stations also 
have observed the general mourning. 
Much sympathy has been expressed for 
General Wood personally, the people real- 
izing that his grief is not alone for the 
nation, but that the military governor has 
lost a dear friend. When the news ar- 
rived on Friday last that the president 
had taken a turn for the worse, and later 
the telegrams were so discouraging, Gen- 
eral Wood foresaw the result. His knowl- 
édge of surgery told him that the end 
was near, and he shut himself up in his 
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room, refusing to see any one except 
when in the afternoon the mayor and,

Pittsburg, night after 
night, a man who in feat- 
ure, bearing and expres- 
sion so resembled the 
stricken president that 
men who passed that anx- 
ious figure started and 
- stared and wondered 
whether their eyes were not playing them 
false. The man was Thomas Merton, 
the editor of a Pittsburg evening news- 
paper, and an old and valued friend of 
the chief executive of the nation. Mr. 
Merton, like his famous double, comes 
from Canton, Ohio. The editor is a 
much yeunger man, but many strange 
instances of mistakes, in which journal- 
ist and statesman were mistaken for 
each other, have been recorded, and or 
more than one occasion Mr. Merton has 
been forced, to his great embarrassment, 
publicly to impersonate Mr. McKinley. 
On Memorial day, 1892, Mr. McKinley, 
then governor of Ohio, reached Chicago, 
where he was to make two addresses, one 
to members of the G. A. R., another in 
the afternoon to the American Mechanics, 
Merton was then dramatic critic of a 
Chicago newspaper, but owing to his 
personal acquaintance with Mr. McKin- 
ley, he was sent to find McKinley and get 
from him, if possible, advance copies of 
both his speeches for the day. The Mc- 
Kinleys were stopping at the home of 
Lafayette McWiHiams, a cousin of the 
president. Merton reached the house 
with difficulty, being compelled to work 
his way through a great crowd that had 
gathered to catch a glimpse of the man 
then being spoken of as the next presi- 
dent, passed the police lines and rang 
the doorbell. Orders had been given that 
Mr. McKinley should not be disturbed.

They arrived on Saturda¢ 
afternoon, only to learn that the candi- 
date was not feeling well and would prob- 
ably not be about before dusk. While be- 
walling this delay ‘the leader of the plc- 
ture corps saw Merton passing and cap- 
tured him by main force.

The newspaper man thought the fellow 
crazy, and began to back away when he 
saw him take off his lohg Prince Albert 
coat. The matter was éxplained to Mer- 
ton. In a few minutes, dressed in the 
artist’s coat and silk hat, he mounted the 
steps of the McKinley home, and while 
the owner and future president slumber- 
ed inside, he posed for pictures which af- 
terwards became famous. Mr. McKinléy, 
when told the day following of the incident 
laughed heartily, and when the nictures 
appeared a week later he declared they 
were among the best he had ever had 
taken. 
During the campaign there were many 
other situations more or’ less embarrass- 
ing for the time to Merton. On several 
occasions he was stopped on the street by 
delegations from outside towns who had 
come in to see Mr. McKinley and present 
their compliments. There was a freight 
agent named Martin at Canton whose 
special delight was to point out Merton
